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The Golden Section: a Cosmic Principle

UESTIONS: 
()iccn studies have confirmed that the cure of a breast tumor by 
ysurgery is dramatically more likely around the 17th day after the 
beginning of the patient’s menstrual period than it is at other times in the 
menstrual cycle (Hrushesky, 1994). For what reasons? 

Conception just in the middle of the ovulation cycle gives an 85% 
chance of a boy, whereas conception on the 10th day of the cycle is linked 
toan 87% chance of a girl (Thumshirn, 1975), On what account? 

Why has the 11-year sunspot cycle just this length? 

Why is the mean period of the secular cycle of sunspot activity — a 
main factor in climatic change — just 89 years? 

Scientists have found significant cycles in rainfall linked to the luna- 
tion cycle, but not to the cardinal phases of the Moon. How can we ac- 
count for this? 

Why is it that the “plus zones” in the diurnal circle found by M. Gau- 
quelin do not fall on the cardinal points of the diurnal circle, but in be- 
tween and not even symmetrically? 

Why does the “Gauquelin effect” not include the Sun, Mercury, and 
the planets beyond Saturn? 

What are there phase reversals in solar-terrestrial cycles that are in the 
way of dependable predictions? 

Scientists and astrologers have found no convincing answers to these 
questions and many similar ones. Yet it is not unachievable to solve all of 
these problems. We only have to look without any preconceptions at the 
dynamics of the solar system, at the cosmic dance performed by the Sun 
and planets. 


Five-Fingered “Hands” in the Sun’s Dynamics 


Figure | shows a strange cycle many astronomers and most astrologers do 
not know of. It is formed by the Sun’s oscillations about the invisible 
center of mass of the solar system. Newton described this dynamic proc- 
ess three hundred years ago. The small open circles indicate the celestial 
positions of the system’s center of mass relative to the Sun’s center, 
marked by a cross, for the years 1945 to 1995. The large solid circle 
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FIG. 1: Mastercycle of the solar system. Small circles indicate the position of the center 
of mass of the planetary system (CM) in the ecliptic plane relative to the Sun’s center 
(cross) for the years 1945 to 1995. Heliocentric Tepresentation and marking the limb of 
Sun make it easy to see whether CM is above or below the Sun’s surface. The Sun’s 
center and CM can come close together, as in 1951 and 1990, or reach a distance of 
more than two solar radii. Between these two extremes, the Sun’s orbital angular mo- 
mentum can increase or decrease forty-fold. 
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marks the Sun’s surface. Most of the time, the center of mass is to be 
found outside of the Sun’s body. Intriguingly, the Sun’s rather irregular 
oscillatory motion is regulated by constellations of the giant planets Jupi- 
ter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune. Conjunctions and oppositions have the 
strongest impact. When Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune form a more 
or less wide conjunction, the Sun’s center and the center of mass are wide 
apart; they can reach a distance of more than two solar radii. When Jupi- 
ter alone opposes Saturn, Uranus and Neptune on the other side of the 
Sun, the two centers come close to each other. Sometimes they make a 
very close approach as in 1951 and 1990. In the Sun’s irregular cyclic 
motion between these two extremes its orbital angular momentum can in- 
crease or decrease 40-fold. If there is transfer of orbital angular momen- 
tum to the Sun’s spin momentum — and there is evidence of it — this can 
affect solar activity. I have shown that special planetary constellations 
linked to crucial change in the Sun’s orbital momentum make it possible 
to predict solar-terrestrial events dependably. Thus my forecasts of ener- 
getic solar eruptions and geomagnetic storms, checked by astronomers and 
the Space Environment Services Center in Boulder, achieved a hit rate of 
90% though the predicted events show a very irregular distribution. As to 
details, I refer to my book Sun-Earth-Man (Landscheidt, 1989). I also 
forecast the end of the Sahelian drought three years in advance 
(Landscheidt, 1983). 

The dynamics in the Sun’s motion around the center of mass can be 
defined quantitatively by the change in its orbital angular momentum. The 
rate of change is usually measured by derivatives. In some respects the 
running variance yields more informative results. It applies the well- 
known smoothing technique of running means over two, three, or more 
consecutive readings to a running variance, the square of the standard de- 
viation. Figure 2 shows the 9-year running variance of the Sun’s orbital 
angular momentum for the years 720 to 1070. And what does it reveal? 
“Big hands” with “big fingers”! These five-fingered hands were an utter 
surprise to me when I saw them first on my computer screen. Scientists 
conceive that the Sun is a body of “dead” matter. As such the Sun should 
not display five-fold symmetry. Two-fold, three-fold, four-fold, or six-fold 
symmetry like crystals, but not five-fold symmetry reserved to the realm 
of biology. I realized at once that the unexpected pentadactyl pattern was 
hard evidence of the fact that the Sun’s dynamics and life forms on Earth 
are subjected to the same structural laws. This unexpected extension of 
the domain of five-fold symmetry to the realm of “dead” matter is all the 
more important as planets and their constellations are involved in the gen- 
eration of the pattem governed by the number five presented in Figure 2. 
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FIG. 2: The Sun’s dynamics displays five-fold symmetry, thought to be reserved to the 
realm of life. “Big hands” with “big fingers” emerge, when the 9-year running variance 
of the Sun’s orbital angular momentum is plotted. Big hands and big fingers cover cycles 
of solar activity with mean lengths of 178.8 years and 35.8 years, which are reflected in 
terrestrial cycles. 
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Fractals Generated by Cosmic Bodies 


Closer examination reveals that there is even more to this pattern. A 
ubiquitous note in present day science is the term fractal coined by B. B. 
Mandelbrot (1983) in his work The Fractal Geometry of Nature. He 
stressed that clouds are not spheres, mountains are not cones, and light- 
ning does not travel in a straight line. A fractal can be defined as a geo- 
metrical shape whose structure is such that magnification or reduction by 
a given factor reproduces the original object. Self-similarity on different 
scales is a preeminent feature of fractals. A good paradigm is an unending 
sequence of Russian dolls, one nestled inside the other. Fractal substruc- 
tures become visible by amplification. The Nobel Prize-recipient Wilson 
has shown that renormalization transformations involving a change of 
scale can serve as a universal tool in research. If you do not get ahead in 
your research, choose a coarser or a finer scale. 

Figure 3 is the result of an amplification of the pattern in Figure 2. It 
shows the 3-year running variance of the Sun’s orbital angular momen- 
tum. I was astounded when I first saw that there are fractals in the Sun’s 
motion. The big fingers in big hands contain small hands with small fin- 
gers. The big encircled numbers at the top mark the tips of big fingers. 
The small fingers below are indicated by small numbers. Big arrows and 
small triangles at the bottom designate the starts of big and small fingers 
respectively. The vertical dotted line labels the start of a big hand in 1933. 
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It should be noted in passing that this dynamically fundamental period 
coincided with the establishment of Stalin’s and Hitler’s dictatorship and 
the Great Depression. The preceding start of a big hand in 1756 was 
again a crucial period. The Seven Year’s War in Europe gave Great Brit- 
ain as an ally of Prussia the opportunity to establish its Empire by the 
conquest of India and Canada. In my book Sun-Earth-Man I have given 
an explanation why the Sun’s dynamics, regulated by the planets, has an 
effect on human behavior. 


Cycles Linked to the Sun’s Pentadactyl Pattern 


Big hands (BH), big fingers (BF), and small fingers (SF) are not only 
of theoretical importance. As I have shown, they represent distinct cycles 
of solar activity that are a paramount factor in solar-terrestrial relations 
(Landscheidt, 1983, 1986, 1987, 1990, 1994a, 1994b). The mean lengths 
of these cycles (C) are as follows: BHC = 178.8 years; BFC = 35.8 years; 
SFC = 7.2 years. These periods are rounded mean lengths. The real cycles 
differ in width. Yet all these variations can be computed and predicted

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Another example from a wealth of inexhaustible relationships is presented 
in Figure 6. It shows the plot of the Palmer Drought Index for the U.S. 
from 1900 to 1989. The vertical axis measures the percentage of area 
covered by drought. Here big finger tips (BFT) come in, which represent 
maxima in the running variance of the Sun’s orbital angular momentum. 
The arrows mark consecutive epochs of BFS’s and BFT’s. Up to 1933, 
the starts of big fingers (S) coincided with drought maxima and the tips 
(T) with minima. After the BHS 1933, indicated by an open triangle, the 
correlation with BF phases continued, but a phase reversal changed the 
rhythmic pattern. Now BFT’s coincided with drought peaks and BFS’s 
with bottoms. The new rhythm has been stable since 1933. So there is a 
good chance that it will continue till the next BHS in 2111. For some 
years around the next BFS epoch 2007, farmers in the U.S. should expect 
a wet climate. Up to now, both science and astrology have not been able 
to solve the problem of long-range drought prediction with their special 
means. Only when their faculties are united in a genuine interdisciplinary 
approach do solutions emerge that were not accessible before. 
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FIG. 7: — Cycle in U.S. pig-iron prices 1834 to 1900, after Dewey (1973). 
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There is also convincing evidence that big fingers are dominant in re- 
lation to small fingers. Figure 7 from E. R. Dewey shows the response to 
a cycle in U. S. pig-iron prices. Flat triangles indicate the epochs of 
SFS’s. The big arrow marks the BFS in 1867 that resulted in a phase 
reversal in the time series. Before 1867 SFS’s coincided with bottoms in 
the prices and afterwards with peaks. 

Figure 8, after E.R. Dewey (1973), presents the percentile deviation of 
U.S. stock prices from the 9-year moving average trend, from 1830 to 
1942. Flat triangles point to the epochs of SFS’s that are related to ex- 
trema in the deviations. Fat arrows mark BFS’s 1867 and 1933 which 
induced phase reversals. Before 1867 SFS’s coincided with bottoms in the 
stock prices. After 1867 this pattern changed and SFS’s went along with 
price peaks. The BFS 1933 induced another reversal, and SFS’s again 
linked to bottoms in stock prices. After the BFS 1968 all deep international

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bottoms in stock prices — 1970, 1974 and 1982 —were closely con- 
nected with SFS’s. This is why I had been predicting for years the next 
worldwide deep bottom in stock prices would occur in 1990. I wrote: 
“Because of the imminent ... event (SFS), the epoch of which is 1990.3, a 
bottom may be expected such as occurred in 1970, 1974, and 1982. But 
this will also be the start of a new rally.” (Landscheidt, 1989). Both of 
these came about, the international bottom in stock prices and the ensuing 
rally with new record highs. The next worldwide bottom is to be expected 
in 1998, the coming SFS epoch. 


The Number Five and the Golden Section 


The fact that the Sun’s dynamics are based on five-fold symmetry carries 
an important information. The number five and the golden section are 
close relatives. Take a regular pentagon — a geometrical representation of 
the number five — and connect all of its corners by diagonals, as shown

in Figure 9. A five-pointed star emerges, a pentagram, the intersecting 
lines of which form a web of golden sections. Within this star a new 
pentagon appears that contains a smaller star with golden section divi- 
sions, and so on, in an infinite fractal sequence. Literature that delves into 
this connection is widespread (Kappraff, 1991; Huntley, 1970; Land- 
scheidt 1992, 1994a). Thus, there are indications that the pentadactyl 
pattern created by the Sun and the outer planets hints to a special function 
of the golden section in the solar system. 
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Extrema within Cycles 
governed by the Golden Section 


When I took the Sun’s hints at the golden section seriously and discarded 
my blinders, I was suddenly able to realize that the golden section is not 
merely an aesthetic proportion important to artists, but an omnipresent 
cosmic principle that induces structural differentiation. The proportions of 
the Greek temple in Figure 10 illustrate the golden section. It divides a 
frame structure like a line, a cycle, or any other delimited feature so that 
the ratio of the whole to the larger part — major — equals the ratio of the 
larger part to the smaller one — minor. Point G represents the golden 
number 0.618... This point divides the unit height of the temple into major 
(0.618...) and minor (0.3819...). To find the major of a line or cycle of 
any length, multiply it by 0.618. Multiplication by 0.382 yields the minor.

In mundane astrology we investigate cycles from one planetary con- 
junction to the next one, from new Moon to new Moon, and so forth. 
When we come across a sequence of outstanding maxima that emerge at 
reasonably regular intervals, we automatically think that we are dealing 
with crest phases of a cycle the ascending nodes of which precede the 
crests by 90°. We expect that special cosmic constellations should mark 
these zero phases. This inference, however, may be misleading. Cycles 
often possess inner structure that conspicuously deviates from the stan- 
dard pattern of a sinusoidal wave marked by conjunction, opposition and 
squares.

Figure 11 presents an instructive example. The meteorologists D. A. 
Bradley, M. A. Woodbury and G. W. Brier (1962) investigated 16,056 
heavy monthly rainfalls observed at 1,544 U.S. weather stations from 
1900 to 1924 (solid line) and 1925 to 1949 (dashed line) and looked for 
correlations with the Moon’s phases (marked at the bottom of the figure). 
The peaks of the patent cyclic pattern are statistically significant. Yet 
they show no direct connection with any of the lunar phases. Thus, most 
scientists dismiss a correlation between the lunar cycle and rainfall. Yet 
there is a conspicuous connection that is easy to see when we know how to 
look for the golden section. Within cycles from full Moon to full Moon 
and from new Moon to new Moon the rainfall maxima coincide with the 
major (0.618) of the golden section, whereas minima go along with the 
minor (0.382). The arrows, I added to the plot, point to this unexpected 
exact relationship between the extrema of the rainfall data. 

Figure 12, after N. Kollerstrom (1984), shows a similar result. It re- 
lates wheat germination to the synodic month, but shows no exact connec- 
tion with new Moon or full Moon. In a 6-month study at Ewell Technical 
College, wheat seeds were germinated every Friday. Six days later they 
were removed and measured for germination and stem length. Tempera- 
ture was kept constant. The curve in Figure 12 plots the measured total 
stem growth per batch of 25 seeds. The horizontal axis measures weeks. 
The data of the 18th and 22nd week were spoiled; so the curve shows in- 
terruptions at these points. New Moon and full Moon phases are marked 
at the bottom by filled and open circles. Minor sections (0.382) within the 
cycles from new Moon to new Moon are indicated by open triangles

pointing downwards. They coincide with peaks in the data. Minor phases 
(0.382) phases within cycles from full Moon to full Moon are designated 
by open triangles pointing upwards. They go along with minima in the 
wheat growth. This relationship is all the more important as the results 
published by N. Kollerstrom are corroborated by wheat growth experi- 
ments performed by L. Kollisko (1936). 

The connection presented in Figure 13, from J. T. Houghton, G. J. 
Jenkins and J. J. Ephraums (1990), solves a seemingly untractable prob- 
lem of climatology and meteorology: the prediction of El Nifio. It repre- 
sents a cyclic large-scale atmosphere-sea interaction which has climatic 
effects throughout the Pacific region and far beyond. It is the only true 
global-scale oscillation that has been identified so far. This phenomenon is 
also called an ENSO event because of its links with the Southern Oscilla- 
tion, a fluctuation of the intertropical atmospheric oscillation. Every three 
to seven years normally cold waters over the entire eastern equatorial Pa- 
cific Ocean show a dramatic warming of several °C which are associated 
with very large anomalies in global weather (Peixoto and Oort, 1992). 
The inhibition of the upwelling of nutrient-rich cold waters causes the 
death of a large proportion of the plankton population and a strong decline 
in the numbers of surface fish, especially anchovies. Birds and tuna, 
which depend on small fish for food, leave or die. The gas from decaying 
fish and birds is said to be so powerful that it can blacken the paint of 
ships passing by. These conditions do tremendous damage to the Peruvian 
economy.

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The curve in Figure 13 plots the monthly sea surface and land air tem- 
perature anomalies 1961-1989 for the tropical zone extending from 20° N 
to 20° S. The stronger peaks indicate ENSO events. After the BFS 1968, 
marked by a big arrow, all SFS’s, designated by open triangles, coincided 
with peaks in the plot. The same is true for all major sections (filled cir- 
cles) within cycles formed by consecutive SFS’s. In the case of SFC’s 
longer than eight years, also the minor sections (filled diamond) went 
along with peaks. Troughs in the time series were rather exactly linked to 
midpoints (small arrows) in between consecutive crucial phases. Before 
the nodal phase of a big finger in 1968, the pattern was reversed. SFS’s, 
as well as majors and minors with small finger cycles, coincided with 
troughs, and the midpoints between these phases went along with peaks. 
The SFC running from SFS 1990.3 to SFS 1998.6 is longer than 8 years. 
Thus, the minor in 1993, the major in 1995, and the SFS in 1998 should 
coincide with peaks in the monthly temperature anomalies. As to 1993 this 
has become true already. The years 1995/1996 and 1998/1999 should see 
further positive temperature anomalics. 

Now we may look back to Figure 6 to understand it entirely. The con- 
secutive starts (S) and tips (T) form cycles of half big fingers within 
which the major (filled circles) alternatively points to maxima and minima 
in the drought covered arcas. There is also a phase reversal in this pattern 
after the nodal point BHS 1933.

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Figure 14, from EOS (1988), presents an important case: the 11-year 
sunspot cycle. Its inner structure has been openly exposed to inspection by 
a legion of scientists and even some engaged astrologers, but no one has 
realized — as far as I know — that its maximum falls on a minor (0.382) 
of the golden section. So I bring a secret to light that has been patent all 
the time. It seems to be true: we are only able to see what we already 
know. Interestingly, the solar latitude around 35°, where Sunspots first 
appear in a new cycle, is indicated by the minor of the distance from 
equator to pole. The bars in Figure 14 indicate the distribution of highly 
energetic solar eruptions within the 11-year cycle. They are also related to 
the golden section. The sunspot cycle is a fractal; it comprises two sub- 
cycles: rise to maximum and fall to minimum. The strong eruptions con- 
centrate on the major (0.618) of the rising part, and on the minor (0.382) 
and major (0.618) of the falling wing. 

Figure 15, from J. T. Houghton, G. J. Jenkins, and J. J. Ephraums 
(1990), shows the changes in the snow cover in the northern hemisphere 
between January 1973 and March 1989. SFS’s are indicated by arrow 
heads. The minor (0.382) within SFC’s is marked by filled circles. Min- 
ima in the snow-covered areas coincide with SFS’s and relative maxima 
with minor sections. Around 1993 — as could have been predicted from 
the pattern —the snow cover reached a maximum again. The next mini- 
mum is expected in 1998.

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FIG. 16: | Wheeler’s index of international battles, after Mogey (1991). 
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Now follows a rather complex example which corroborates our im- 
pression that Nature’s imagination is more fertile than man’s. Figure 16, 
from R. Mogey (1991), presents Wheeler’s index of international battles. 
The data are structured by big finger cycles, the starts of which — 1867, 
1901, 1933, 1968, and 2007 — are designated by triangles. Alternatively, 
these starting phases are related to minima and maxima in the number of 
battles. The next minimum of this kind, a peaceful period, should develop 
around the year 2007. Now the golden section comes in. We take the 
lengths of the respective big finger cycles and subject them to the golden 
section so that we get two inner points, the distance of the minor from the 
big finger’s starting-phase and the distance of the major from this start. In 
our plot, the minor points are marked by filled circles and the major points 
by stars. We get a consistent alternating pattern, as with the starts of the 
big fingers. In the first complete big finger cycle on the left, the minor 
(filled circle) coincides with a peak in battles and the major (star) with a 
trough. In the following cycle the relation is reversed. Now the minor 
points to a trough and the major to a large peak, the first world war. The 
next cycle shows another reversal. The minor coincides with the battles of 
the second world war and the major with a trough in the index. The Gulf 
war and the war in Yugoslavia consistently coincide with the star on the 
right. The epoch of this major phase is 1992. We are still living within the 
range of effect of this active phase. I stressed this already at a conference 
of the Foundation for the Study of Cycles in Chicago in 1992. Meanwhile 
we have got Somalia, Rwanda, and Yemen. Further forecasting is easy. 
The next period of relative peace is to be expected around 2007, and the 
next war peak about 2021. These are rather special forecasts because we 
are dealing with specific time series. This is different from working with 
symbols. 
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FIG. 17: Rainfall and the lunar day (24.85 h), 
after Brier (1987) 
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Figure 17, from G. W. Brier (1967), shows rainfall, measured by U.S. 
stations, in relation to the lunar day from the Moon’s lower culmination to 
the next one, We are interested in the subcycle designated by small arrows 
at the top. They run from lower transit to upper transit and from upper 
transit to lower transit. The minor sections (0.382) within these subcycles 
are marked by fat arrows. They coincide with maxima in the precipitation 
data. 

Chronobiology — research in biological clocks and circadian rhythms 
— is a promising new field of science. Figure 18, from A. T. Winfree 
(1987), shows some results found in man. The displayed circadian 
rhythms run from midnight to midnight (O ¢ IC to © o IC). Start and 
restart of the respective cycles are marked by arrows. About 10 minutes 
before 3 p.m. the threshold is higher by half. As can be seen in the bottom 
plots, at the same time numbness from anesthesia lasts several times 
longer than at night. So we ought to visit the dentist in the early afternoon, 
just at the time indicated by the major of the golden section, marked by 
triangles. The curve at the top right plots the retention of alcohol in the 
blood. It reaches a maximum in the morning just after 9 a.m., at the time 
of the minor. Implications for the practice of medication and drinking are 
obvious. 


Golden Section and the Gauquelin Effect 


In my book Sun-Earth-Man I have produced evidence that man’s activity 
and even creativity is linked to the Sun’s activity. Heliocentric constella- 
tions of planets are involved in this connection, as they regulate the Sun’s 
activity via its oscillations about the center of mass of the solar system. 
When we apply our knowledge about the fundamental importance of the 
golden section without any prejudice, we find that it plays a vital role, too, 
in geocentric constellations of Sun, Moon and planets. For man, the day is 
one of the most important cycles. The biologist A. T. Winfree (1987) put 
it this was: “We live on a rotating planet. We grew up here. For three bil- 
lion years, life here has grown and adapted, passing from cell to cell in- 
numerable times in unbroken descent, generation after generation. All the 
while, we have felt the sky brighten and darken again and again while the 
planct relentlessly rotated: a trillion cycles of brightness and dark, never 
missing a beat, always felt deep in the chemical essence of what we are. 
We are well adapted to the pervasive rhythm of Sunrise and Sunset.” This 
is also true of the rising and setting of the Moon and planets. 

18: Circadian rhythms structured by the Golden section, after Winfree (1987) 
Within cycles from midnight (© ¢ IC) to midnight, marked by arrows, threshold of tooth 
pain and duration of numbness from scandicain or lidocain injection show a strong 
maximum at the major (0.618) of the Golden section, whereas the minor is linked to a 


maximum in retention of alcohol in the blood. 
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Figure 19 shows a schematic representation of the diurnal circle. Sun, 
Moon and planets rise at R, reach upper culmination at UC, set at S, pass 
through the lower culmination at LC, and return to the rising point R. 
Actually, these are four cycles of different quality: from rising to the next 
rising, from upper culmination to upper culmination, from setting to set- 
ting, and from lower culmination to lower culmination. As these are real 
cycles that could have an inner structure, it is tempting to try what we get 
when we link individual birth times to the diurnal circle. The psychologist 
M. Gauquelin from the University of Paris was curious to do this. When 
he took the birth times of thousands of eminent professionals from well- 
defined vocational groups and investigated the corresponding distribution 
of Sun, Moon and planets in the diurnal circle, he got a highly significant 
deviation from the expected random distribution as to Moon, Mars, Jupi- 
ter and Saturn, sometimes also Venus. The frequencies were considerably 
higher about one hour and a half after rising and upper culmination, and 
to a lesser degree at the opposite points. Though Gauquelin’s statistical 
work was state of the art and could be reproduced with new data, there 
was much criticism because the accumulations in the diurnal circle did not

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fall directly at or before the cardinal points rising, culmination and setting, 
but built up in between , and not even symmetrically. Yet I could show 
(Landscheidt, 1991) that the accumulations are exactly related to the car- 
dinal points in the diurnal circle when the golden section is taken into ac- 
count. 

In our diagram, the origin of the diurnal circle of 360° is set at R, the 
rising point. We choose anti-clockwise direction, following the earth’s 
rotation. To begin with, we look for the minor of the golden section in 
those four cycles we get, when we start from qualitatively different cardi- 
nal points. Multiplication of the circle of 360° by the minor 0.382 results 
in 137.5°. This is where we get when we start at the rising point R, the 
origin 0°. The respective position is marked by a filled circle at the bottom 
right. Starting from LC, S, and UC results in 227.5°, 317.5° and 47.5°. 
We have only to add 137.5° to 90°, 180° and 270°. If we get a value 
greater than 360°, we have to subtract 360° to stay within the diurnal cir- 
cle of 360°. The four minor positions, all designated by filled circles, form 
a cross, I call Golden Cross 1. As we have scen, cycles can be nested in 
cycles because they are fractals. The horizontal semicircles from rising to 
setting and from setting to rising have got different qualities as day and 
night. The vertical semicircles with celestial bodies ascending and de- 
scending are qualitatively different, too. Thus, we also calculate the posi- 
tions of the minors in the four semicircles. We get the positions marked by 
open circles, which form Golden Cross 2. I was rather surprised when I 
saw that these golden crosses mark just those directions in the diurnal cir- 
cle singled out by M. Gauquelin. 

Figure 20, after M. Gauquelin (1960) and J. M. Addey (1976), is a 
global, linear representation of Gauquelin’s results. The curve at the top 
plots the positions of Mars, Jupiter, Saturn and Moon in the diurnal circle 
for 11,000 birth times of prominent French professionals. The distribution 
for 19,000 birth times of eminent professionals from Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, and Germany is plotted at the bottom. All of the peaks in 
both plots coincide with the directions in the diurnal circle indicated by 
Golden Cross 2 (GK2), whereas the bottoms go along with the sections of 
Golden Cross 1 (GK1). Arrows point to these crucial positions. 

The connection gets even more precise, when we isolate special plan- 
ets and well-defined professional groups. In Figure 21, after M. and F. 
Gauquelin (1976), only the distribution of the planet Mars in the diurnal 
circle is shown. The distribution at the bottom was generated by the birth 
data of 2,299 sports champions. The plot at the top is related to the birth 
times of 4,506 scientists and actors with special biographies that stress 
character traits also found with successful sports champions. All of the 
maxima in the distributions fall exactly at the sections of Golden Cross 2 
(GK2), indicated by arrows.

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Figure 22, after M. Gauquelin (1973), presents the distribution of 
Mars for quite a different vocational group: 1,345 painters at the top, 703 
musicians in the middle, and 824 writers at the bottom. These are typical 
artists. Their biographies shun character traits usually found with sports 
champions. There is a complete reversal in the connection with the golden 
section patterns. Golden Cross | (GK1) is now narrowly correlated with 
peaks in the distribution and Golden cross 2 (GK2) with valleys. Yet in 
some respects the groups differ. The musicians and writers show a con- 
nection with Golden Cross 4 (GK4) in different regions of the diurnal cir- 
cle. This is a new feature that deserves special attention. 


Sun, Mercury & the Outer Planets are Included 


M. Gauquelin’s results were queer in so far as he did not find any corre- 
lations for the Sun, Mercury, and the planets beyond Saturn. This was 
incompatible with astrological experience. As the Sun is by far the most 
massive body in the solar system and the dominant center of regulation, its 
absence in the relationship was rather unnatural. It seemed reasonable to 
assume that a solution of this problem could be found by extending the

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golden section divisions of the diurnal circle to the major. Gold Crosses 3 
and 4 emerge, when we divide the diurnal circle as before, but use the 
major instead of the minor of the golden section. Figure 23 shows the re- 
sult. As expected, the further golden crosses close the gap. 

In 1987 T. Shanks made a thorough investigation of the diurnal distri- 
bution of Sun, Moon and all planets based on the birth times of 10,464 
eminent professionals from six vocational groups. He assessed the fre- 
quency of the ten investigated celestial bodies in 72 sectors of the diurnal 
circle and plotted the results for each body and each vocational group 
separately. The expected chance distribution was assessed by 50 control 
groups. The plots showed the deviations from these expected frequencies 
in the 72 sectors. The results were published at the 6th International As- 
trological Research Conference in London. From this material I selected 
the results for Sun, Mercury, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. Then I chose 
for each of the five celestial bodies and each of the six professions the 
three strongest deviations from the expected frequencies and recorded how

often they fell into 36 sectors of 10°. I obtained the distribution presented 
in Figure 24. It was subjected to a Gaussian low-pass filter. 

The peaks alternatively conform with Golden Cross 3 (GK3) and 
Golden Cross 4 (GK4), derived from the minor. Out of 90 cases, 65 fall 
into 16 golden cross sectors and only 25 into the 20 sectors in between. A 
statistical evaluation of this distribution yields x7 = 28 for 1 degree of 
freedom. The probability that this pattern is the result of chance is less 
than | in 6 million. This outcome is strong enough to support a working 
hypothesis that can serve as a base for further detailed investigations. 
Naturally, these results have to be checked by replications with new data. 
Yet it should be kept in mind that the upshot conforms with a wealth of other 
relationships with the golden section that are to be found in many different 
ficlds and form a consistent pattern. It should be noted, too, that the golden 
section is a principle of nature, as we shall see in the last part of this paper.

Golden Aspects 


The golden section divisions within cycles formed by the rotating earth 
may be considered a set of astrological aspects. The complete set emerges 
when we superimpose the two schematic diagrams in Figures 19 and 23, 
related to minor and major of the golden section, and compare all of those 
angles we find on the right and on the left of the origin 0°. Imagine that 
you are standing at the rising point R, or 0°, of the diurnal circle and are 
looking over to the setting point at 180°. Then the superimposed golden 
section divisions on your right form the set 21.25°, 42.49°, 47.519, 
68.75°, 111.25°, 132.49°, 137.51° and 158.75°. The angles 338.75°, 
317.51°, 312.49° and so forth, on your left repeat the set on your right 
when subtracted from 360°. If we extend the fractal beyond the semicircle 
and include the quarter circle, the golden section operation generates the 
additional angles 34.38°, 55.62°, 124.38° and 145.62°. It is not an arbi- 
trary procedure to divide cycles in halves and quarters. Observation 
shows that spectral peaks can appear at twice and four times the driving 
frequency, or at half or a quarter of it (Burroughs, 1992). Statistical tests 
indicate that the twelve golden aspects in the complete set are reliable. 

The result presented in Figure 25 shows that significant results can be 
achieved with relatively few cases. I took a sample of 600 celebrities from 
the German encyclopedia Das kluge Alphabet and measured the angular 
separation of Sun and galactic center. This makes sense as both of these 
elements are centers of regulation that are part of a cosmic hierarchy 
(Landscheidt, 1973). The left plot in Figure 25 shows the result of a 
maximum entropy spectral analysis of the distribution of the angular sepa- 
rations. The maximum entropy method — developed by J. P. Burg (1975) 
— is a new form of spectral variance analysis which shows much higher 
resolution than earlier methods, especially at lower frequencies. The four 
sharp peaks solely point to angles derived from golden section divisions: 
137.5°, 68.8°, 47.5° and 34.4°. The plot on the right shows the Blackman- 
Tukey power spectrum (Blackman and Tukey, 1959). It is much coarser 
than the maximum entropy spectrum, but can be evaluated by special tests 
of significance. The first two peaks are well beyond the 99% confidence 
level. Similar investigations into 108 strong earthquakes, 132 heavy vol- 
canic eruptions, 1,024 scientists, and 988 chief executive officers have 
yielded highly significant results that corroborate the validity of the golden 
aspects, though in a more differentiated way than presented here. It would 
go beyond the frame of this paper to explain these additional results in 
detail.

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According to my experience, the interpretation of golden aspects in in- 
dividual charts and also the prediction of trends by means of golden 
transits yield practical results that go beyond the possibilities of tradi- 
tional astrology. I shall delve into this complex topic in a special paper 
focusing on practice. For those who want to gain experience with golden 
aspects on their own, I have developed an IBM-compatible computer pro- 
gram that calculates and shows the golden aspects. 


The Golden Section: A Principle of Nature 


When we look back at the wealth of results that has yiclded from our in- 
quiry into the function of the golden section in diverse fields, the conclu- 
sion suggests itself that we are dealing with a principle of Nature. Modern 
research corroborates this inference. The golden section plays a central 
part in the KAM-theorem, developed by the mathematician A. N. Kol- 
mogorov (1979), W. T. Arnold (1963), and J. Moser (1973). This theo- 
rem says that instability catastrophes in planetary systems can be pre- 
vented by planetary periods of revolution that form highly irrational quo- 
tients, whereas commensurable ratios — quotients formed by simple inte- 
gers like 1 to 1, 1 to 2, 2 to 3, and so on — can induce resonance catas- 
trophes by amplifications of disturbances. Mathematically, the golden 
number G is the most irrational of all irrational numbers. Thus, the stabil- 
ity of planetary orbits, including the Earth’s path, hinges on the golden 
section. Similarly, the physicist J. Greene (1979) provided proof that in- 
stability in plasma, the fourth state of matter, does not occur when quasi- 
periodic oscillations prevail that are governed by the golden section. In my 
book Astrology: Hope of a Science? 1 have shown that irrational and ra- 
tional numbers, stability and instability, and, revealingly, the golden sec- 
tion and resonance configurations like conjunctions, oppositions and 
squares form a polarity, the poles of which represent opposite properties 
like close and open systems, geometry and algebra, asymmetry and sym- 
metry, circle and straight line, female and male. 

This can have far-reaching implications. It is well-known that there is 
a 28-day cycle of menstruation and ovulation which begins on the first 
day of menstrual period. Research published by the physician F. Benendo 
shows that the question: boy or girl? can be answered. Conception just in 
the middle of the cycle, at the time of ovulation, plus or minus one day, 
gives an 85% chance of a boy; whereas conception on the 10th day of the 
cycle, plus or minus one day, is linked with an 87% chance of a girl 
(Thumshirn, 1975). Intriguingly, the 10th day falls on the minor of the 
ovulation cycle of 28 days (28 multiplied by 0.382 is equal to 10.7). So 
the female sex shows a close relationship with the golden section and 
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stability, whereas the male sex is exposed to instability, indicated by the 
resonance ratio 1 to 2. No wonder that women have got a more stable 
health and live longer than men. Even mentally women are more stable. 
Yet there are always advantages and disadvantages. 

Now we can understand, too, why on the 17th day of the 28-day men- 
strual cycle the chance of a cure after breast tumor surgery is so much 
better than at other times in the cycle. The major of the 28-day cycle just 
falls at the 17th day (28 multiplied by 0.618 is equal to 17.3). Cancer is 
linked to disorder and instability. To fight it, the most stable phase in the 
menstrual cycle, the major section, seems to be best for a cure. Yet it 
should be taken into consideration that the menstrual cycle is an individual 
feature that can have different lengths in different women. 


The Golden Section 
and the Length of Sunspot Cycles 


At this point we are also in the position to answer the question asked at 
the beginning: Why has the 11-year sunspot cycle just this length? We 
know that the stability of the planetary system hinges on the golden sec- 
tion, which is intimately connected with five-fold symmetry that emerges 
in the Sun’s dynamics, which again is related to the Sun’s activity. Thus, 
it seems plausible to assume that main features of solar activity like sun- 
spot cycles are closely connected with the golden section. This is so in- 
deed. The real cycle of sunspot activity is the magnetic Hale cycle of 22.1 
years. The Sun’s global magnetic field varies over this period, during 
which the field reverses and is restored to its original polarity. One such 
Hale cycle comprises two successive 11-year cycles with opposite mag- 
netic polarities. 

As we have seen, the mean interval covered by big fingers is 178.8 
years + 5 = 35.76 years. The big finger cycle (BFC) of this length does 
not only show a high degree of correlation with the Gleissberg cycle that 
modulates the intensity of sunspot activity and climate on Earth, but also 
an exact relationship with the magnetic Hale cycle of 22.1 years and the 
sunspot cycle of 11.05 years. The golden number G = 0.618... — mathe- 
matically the most irrational of all irrational numbers — represents the 
golden mean. When multiplied by the length of the BFC, the exact Hale 
period emerges: 


35.75 years [BFC] x 0.618 [G] = 22.1 years [Hale cycle]

The 22-year cycle is a dominant feature in the global record of marine 
air temperatures, consisting of shipboard temperatures measured at night 
(Burroughs, 1992), the detrended Central England temperature record of 
A.D. 1700 to 1950 (Mason, 1976), and the drought severity index cover- 
ing different areas of the Western United States (Mitchell, Stockton and 
Meko, 1979). R. W. Fairbridge and C. Hillaire-Marcel (1977) found evi- 
dence of the double Hale cycle in beach ridge formations going back to 
8,000 B.P. 

The exact length of the 11-year sunspot cycle appears, when multipli- 
cation by the golden number is applied to a half big finger (HBF): 


17.88 years [HBF] x 0.618 [G] = 11.05 years [Sunspot cycle] 


Thus, it becomes apparent that the length of the magnetic Hale cycle 
and of the 11-year sunspot cycle is connected with fivefold symmetry in 
the Sun’s oscillations about the invisible center of mass of the solar sys- 
tem and the constellations of Sun and planets that generate it. We could 
also say that the length of those important cycles of solar activity can be 
explained in astrological terms. Yet this aspect becomes accessible only 
when we follow Kepler, Galileo and Newton, who integrated astrological 
or alchemical imagination with methods and insights of modern science. 
Astrologers should acknowledge as well as scientists that we need a 
genuine interdisciplinary approach that combines the all-embracing astro- 
logical world-view with recent results in progressive science. 

The more obvious 11-year sunspot cycle is much less prevalent in cli- 
matic data than the magnetic Hale cycle, though there are much more in- 
vestigations looking for potential connections between the 11-year cycle 
and climate. The only solid link has been established by K. Labitzke and 
H. van Loon (1990). It correlates solar flux with quasi-biennial oscillation 
(QBO), 700 mb height and surface temperatures. 


Further Connections 


Those readers, who have been patient enough to come to this point, 
will be able to see the golden section anywhere in the cosmic environment. 
J. L. Lehman (1994), stimulated by findings of Project Hindsight, has 
drawn attention to a special Mars pattern in the diurnal cycle which 
emerges when births during the day are separated from births during the 
night. In both of the separated groups only one maximum and one mini- 
mum appeared in the distribution, but such that the maximum in one 
group matched the minimum in the other group and vice versa. A Pearson 
test reveals that these patterns reach a much higher level of significance 
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than the Gauquelin “plus zones” . If J. L. Lehman had been aware of the 
cosmic function of the golden section, she would have seen a close con- 
nection with golden aspects. The frequency distribution of day-born paint- 
ers and musicians from the Gauquelin data shows a maximum close to 
68.8° after rising, whereas the maximum of the night-born members of 
this group is near 68.8° before rising. Night-born politicians and actors 
show the same pattern. With military leaders and sports champions the 
maxima shifts from 68.8° to 111.3°. It should be noted that 111.3° and 
68.8° represent the major and minor of a half circle of 180°. The two 
groups investigated by J. L. Lehman also result from a division into 
halves. This is only the rough picture. A closer examination yields details 
that point to differences between the professional groups. 

It would be interesting to deal with the frequency distribution of Moon, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn in the diurnal circle related to the birth 
data of 1,053 lesbians, presented by F. Schneider-Gauquelin (1993). 
Some of the most outstanding patterns that could explain lesbian inclina- 
tions astrologically are not linked to Gauquelin “plus zones” but to 
golden crosses. Yet this would go beyond the frame of this paper. I hope 
that those readers who are in resonance with the golden section will do 
investigations of their own.

I absorbed her 
so completely in those five weeks of studying the opera 
that I knew her inside and out. I was Baby Doe. 


At every performance Walter Cassel, as Horace, made 
me cry. When Horace was dying he would look up at me 
and sing, “You were always the real thing, Baby” and I 
would sing, in reply, “Hush, close your eyes. Rest.” 

Then I would take him in my arms and howl like a baby. 
It was difficult to do the final aria after that scene. Walter 
and I lived those roles when we were on stage; there was 
never a moment during the performances when I didn’t 
believe he was Horace Tabor. And even offstage he never 
called me Beverly or anything else, just “Baby.” 

The morning after the opening night I grabbed the 
New York Herald Tribune from Peter [her husband] be- 
fore he had a chance to look at it. But there was no re- 
view on the regular review page. “Look at that,” I said to 
Peter, “they didn’t even cover it, can you imagine?” 
“Well,” Peter said, “do you mind if I read the rest of the 
paper?” He turned to the front page and there — on the 
front page! — was the review. 

The Ballad of Baby Doe is one of the great contemporary 
American works. I will always be grateful to Douglas 
Moore for having written it and for the opportunity it 
gave me to play opposite someone like Walter Cassel. 
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Baby became an integral part of my operatic experience; 
it was difficult to shake her off even after I left the opera 
house. If I have ever achieved definitive performances 
during my career this far, Baby Doe is one of them. The 
other three would be Menon, Cleopatra in Julius Caesar, 
and Queen Elizabeth in Robert Devereux. They have 
been the only times in my entire career when I have 
walked out of the theater feeling that I have done every- 
thing I wanted to do with a role and that nobody else 
could have done it better.”

During these two years (ages 28-30) I was led 
to think much about religion. Whilst on board the 
Beagle I was quite orthodox, and I remember 
being heartily laughed at by several of the offi- 
cers (though themselves orthodox) for quoting 
the Bible as an unanswerable authority on some 
point of morality. I suppose it was the novelty of 
the argument that amused them. But I had 
gradually come, by this time, to see that the Old 
Testament from its manifestly false history of the 
world, with the Tower of Babel, the rainbow as a 
sign, etc., etc., and from its attributing to God the 
feelings of a revengeful tyrant, was no more to be 
trusted than the sacred books of the Hindoos, or 
the beliefs of any barbarian. 

But I was very unwilling to give up my be- 
liefs; I feel sure of this for I can well remember 
often and often inventing day-dreams of old let- 
ters between distinguished Romans and manu- 
scripts being discovered at Pompeii or elsewhere 
which confirmed in the most striking manner all 
that was written in the Gospels. But I found it 
more and more difficult, with free scope given to 
my imagination, to invent evidence which would 
suffice to convince me. Thus disbelief crept over 
me at a very slow rate, but was at last complete. 
The rate was so slow that I felt no distress, and 
have never since doubted even for a single second 
that my conclusion was correct. I can indeed 
hardly see how anyone ought to wish Christianity 
to be true; for is so the plain language of the text 
seems to show that the men who do not believe, 
and this would include my father, brother, and 
almost all my best friends, will be everlastingly 
punished. 

And that is a damnable doctrine.’

One morning in the autumn of 1904 I found 
on my writing table in the college one of the 
green-covered magazines in which the Paris 
Missionary Society reported every month on its 
activities. That evening, in the very act of putting 
it aside that I might go on with my work, I me- 
chanically opened this magazine. As I did so, my 
eye caught the title of an article: “The needs of 
the Congo Mission.” 

The writer expressed his hope that his appeal 
would bring some of those “on whom the mas- 
ter’s eyes already rested” to a decision to offer 
themselves for this urgent work. Having finished 
the article, I quietly began my work. My search 
(for a way of servicing others) was over. 

My thirtieth birthday 
a few months later I 
spent like the man in the 
parable who “desiring to 
build a tower, first 
counts the cost whether 
he have wherewith to 
complete it.” The result 
was that I resolved to 
realize my plan of direct 
human service in Equatorial Africa. 

My relatives and my friends all joined in ex- 
postulating with me on the folly of my enterprise. 
In the many verbal duels which I had to fight, as 
a weary opponent, with people who passed for 
Christians, it moved me strangely to see them so 
far from perceiving that the effort to serve the 
love preached by Jesus may sweep a man into a 
new course of life. They thought there must be 
something behind it all, and guessed at disap- 
pointment at the slow growth of my reputation. 
Unfortunate love experiences were also alleged as 
the reason for my decision. I felt as a real kind- 
ness the action of persons who made no attempt 
to dig their fists into my heart, but regarded me 
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as a precocious young man, not quite right in the 
head, and treated me correspondingly with affec- 
tionate mockery. 

What seemed to my friends the most irrational 
thing in my plan was that I wanted to go to Af- 
rica, not as a missionary, but as a doctor, and 
thus when already thirty years of age burdened 
myself as a beginning with a long period of labo- 
rious study. And that this study would mean for 
me a tremendous effort, I had no manner of 
doubt. I did, in truth, look forward to the next 
few years with dread. But the reasons which de- 
termined me to follow the way of service I had 
chosen, as a doctor, weighed so heavily that other 
considerations were as dust in the balance.*

About the time that these lectures finished, 
when we were living with the Whiteheads at the 
Mill House in Grantchester, a more serious blow 
fell than those that had preceded it. I went out 
bicycling one afternoon, and suddenly, as I was 
riding along a country road, I realized that I no 
longer loved Alys. I had had no idea until this 
moment that my love for her was even lessening. 
The problem presented by this discovery was 
very grave. We had lived ever since our marriage 
in the closest possible intimacy. I had no wish to 
be unkind, but I believed in those days (what ex- 
perience has taught me to think possibly open to 
doubt) that in intimate relations one should speak 
the truth. I did not see in any case how I could 
for any length of time successfully pretend to 
love her when I did not. I had no longer any in- 
stinctive impulse toward sex relations with her, 
and this alone would have been an insuperable 
barrier to concealment of my feelings. 

Although my self-righteousness at that time 
seems to me in retrospect repulsive, there were 
substantial grounds for my criticisms. She tried 
to be more impeccably virtuous than is possible 
for human beings, and was thus led into insincer- 
ity. She was malicious, and liked to make people 
think ill of each other, but she was not aware of 
this, and was instinctively subtle in her methods. 

During my bicycle ride a host of such things 
occurred to me, and I became aware that she was 
not the saint I had always supposed her to be. 
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But in the revulsion I went too far, and forgot the great 
virtues that she did in fact possess. 

The most unhappy moments of my life were spent at 
Grantchester. My bedroom looked out upon the mill, and 
the noise of the millstream mingled inextricably with my 
despair. I lay awake through long nights, hearing first the 
nightingale, and then the chorus of birds at dawn, looking 
out upon the sunrise and trying to find consolation in ex- 
ternal beauty. I suffered in a very intense form the loneli- 
ness which I had perceived a year before to be the essen- 
tial lot of man.’

It's someting that records measurement, ern in terms ae 
duration, volume, intensity, or distance. 

On a particular platinum bar kept in a vault in Paris, there are two 
marks separated by the distance light travels in 0.000000003335640952 
second as measured by a cesium clock (cesium is a silver-white, soft ele- 
ment of the alkali metal group and the most clectropositive element 
known). It is casicr for science to measure time with greater accuracy than 
length. Here, time is length.’ 

Meter describes the organization of pulse in a regular portion of verse 
or music; it is articulation within duration, art along with scientific meas- 
urement. 

According to biblical chronologist E. W. Faulstich, Moses crossed the 
Red Sea on April 3, 1461 B.C. [don't smile too broadly; more about this 
later]. And — in our present day of sophisticated celestial measurement 
— just look at the conjecture about the beginning of the Age of Aquarius, 
let alone the other Ages in precessional retrospect! Some thirty dates for 
this beginning are listed by astrologer Tad Mann in his Millennium 
Prophecies.’ These time references are scientifically bound to time and, at 
the same time, are decidedly rich in humanistic significance. 

Yet, the Faulstich Red-Sea date and some 115 others possible from 
biblical references connected with the Exodus — these data alone — are 
curiously comforting; just as Jung's assimilation of Nostradamus is, con- 
tending that the New Age will begin between 1997 and 2000, coinciding 
neatly with the many prophecies, literal and symbolic, linked to the Mil- 
lennium year.

And not one of these was calculated by an astronomer, it seems that the astrophysicists 
are just not interested in our astral projection, or something about its micro-ness within 
the macro is intrinsically elusive; could it be that the uncertainty dimension of quantum 
mechanics intrudes on determination of the light-time position we long to determine? 
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Any date is a security, Any measurement datum gets us started. A be- 
ginning point, a reference point, a benchmark is established. Measuring 
the date is one thing; then, the next is what the date means in terms of life. 
One is theoretical; the other is applicational. Each depends on learning; 
each needs the other for full significance.

something stuck with me tenaciously, some- 

thing beyond the sweep of chronologies, 

something that touched me and which I recall 
regularly to mind. It came not from a measurement 
of a battle or the setting of a time, rather it issued from Homer's artistic 
intelligence: one phrase that went, “Zeus frowned, and the walls of 
Olympus shook”. 

Those words, that image, said so much. When I say the phrase out 
loud, I still must simply nod in agreement with something fundamental, 
something timeless: that the mere wrinkle of the brow of the god can cause 
the universe to react, like the smallest pebble of intrusion disrupting the 
set surface of a prim pond, with all the life connected with that pond 
played into change and reaction in turn. 

Iam alerted similarly in the study of biblical history, specifically of the 
Old Testament Prophets (chiefly Amos, Ezekiel, Isaiah, Zechariah, Jere- 
miah), through the brilliant commentaries on these demanding texts by 
Hermann Gunkel.’ Gunkel observed that "Men — like the prophets who 
received their thoughts in hours of great inspiration and who now, filled 
with overflowing emotions, proclaim them — are capable of speaking 
only in poetic rhythms." The "only" here is so important; there is a causal 
link between inspiration and poetry. Gunkel suggests that the clearer the 
prophetic element is in the content, the more pronounced is the poetic 
form. This helps us understand and appreciate text that appears clumsy: it 
is inspired poetry. We listen differently; we read between the lines differ- 
ently. 

The measurement of the form is one thing — that's the theory; the ar- 
tistic (humanistic) dimension is something further — that's understanding 
and application. The art, the application, the humanism is the next portion

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of platinum, the second meter, the shining regulation that takes the light of 
discovery and, through the human medium, extends it to the human situa- 
tion. We receive education and we express reaction. Input and output. 
There is Theoretical Astrology and there is Applied Astrology. An educa- 
tional symmetry. 

At present, the world of astrology is gilded by the extraordinary effort 
of Project Hindsight to bring out of language obscurity the astrological 
insights and orientations of the ancient Greek (Egyptian/Arab) and Latin 
worlds. What a burden upon the translators and their editor, Robert 
Schmidt, Robert Zoller, and Robert Hand!* What a gift to astrology for- 
ever! It is a veritable millennial time capsule. 

Yet, even with the benefit of the 
painstaken translations and exquisitely 
erudite commentary, the going is rough: 
the material gurgles in cerebral capillar- 
ies, the flow is often arcane and is fre- 
quently detoured through mathematical ©) 
conduits that easily dry up the brain be- ‘ 
fore irrigating the mind. Study groups of 
Hindsighters are forming in many cities 
here and abroad to bring brain matters together to dissect what is now 
closer to being understood. 

One of our problems is that we know so little about some of these 
classical astrologers, like Paulus Alexandrinus, about their working arena. 
We know more about the personages of the biblical prophets who made 
their pronouncements on mountain tops and in public squares twelve- 
hundred years or more before the Alexandrians! Knowing the "prophet" 
helps us know the pronouncement, just as knowing to think poetically 
rather than narratively helps appreciate prophetic message. If we knew 
more about these old astrologers and their societal occurrence, we could 
know more about what they say, what they mean in human terms. 

For example, when Stephen Hawking — the Lucasian Professor of 
Mathematics at Cambridge University, who occupies the same post in the 
Royal Society as Newton did — says, "Isaac Newton was not a pleasant 
man,"° and goes on, we read things differently; we infer connections be- 
tween this unpleasantness and Sir Isaac's passionate asceticism, ego-drive, 
his inclination to academic dispute, and much more. We can see how so 
much of our learning over 250 years has been cast in a particularly cold

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Newtonian bronze: that it is the perfect measurement that allies man with 
the Creator. 

Yes, the moment of knowing itself all too easily justifies existence, and 
the measurements — the focal points of Icarning — become the cause of 
existence, one's raison d'étre, We climb the mountain because it is there; 
it forces us to. This is correlative with astrology's struggle with science; 
we go beyond the management of datum: it is our phenomenology, that 
which is beyond measurement, that which comes after measurement, that 
is dissonant with the metallic cast of scientific method.® 

I have discussed this informally with Robert Schmidt of Project Hind- 
sight. To encapsulate my premise, I asked him where the poctical pas- 
sages were in the translations to date. Robert pointed out indeed the occa- 
sional, aphoristic evidence of "the reflective mind" to complement the se- 
verely dry systemic descriptions. There are few inspirational passages, 
and one in particular should be expanded here to animate my premise. 

The Greek word moirai (see Vol. I, Greek, xiii; Vol. IV, xvi, xix) is 
translated as "portions" of the heavens. In the notes, Schmidt says this 
concept is beyond the pure, abstract, mathematical quantities of any astro- 
logical system. He sees this concept of moirai (the singular is moira) as 
pertaining to man's life and destiny through "the allotments of the heavens 
to man." What a welcome human dimension! We wonder if indeed this is 
what Paulus Alexandrinus meant. In other words, allotments to some 
people from certain zodiacal areas would be theatrical or militaristic or 
artistic, etc. Schmidt suggests that the movement here is away from the 
translation concept of "degree." 

I thought about this, and I liked the poetical idea of an "allotment," 
perhaps an endowment from the heavens seen through the horoscope as a 
whole and in parts, through one's time and space on earth. I gladly nodded 
— and still do — in agreement with something fundamental, something 
timeless; in appreciating this human and/or divine dimension of moirai, 
I've applied something newly dimensioned to my understanding of myself. 
I increase the duration of theory by living it forward. 

On behalf of our astrology, Project Hindsight grapples still with the 
problem of the two zodiacs, the (unfortunately bewildering) near- 
congruence of the Tropical and Sidereal bands during Ptolemy's time not 
withstanding.’ We don't know much about the precessional concern or

solve), referring to the Tropical one time, say in Tetrabiblos I, and to the fixed stars in 
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problem before Ptolemy's time, except that Hipparchus discovered it in 
the 3rd Century B.C. 

This problem was definitely in the driver's seat with me when I at- 
tended the recent Hindu Astrology Conference in Washington D.C. Armed 
with my ayanamsa, I thought of myself as a Sagittarian with Gemini ris- 
ing for four days; I learned about "planetary wars;" about combustion, 
and about dignities and debilities galore. As a western astrologer with a 
Black Belt in House traffic, I found myself honking horns and careening 
madly around corners to keep up with eastern Derivative House pictures 
that challenged my navigation strongly. There were tons of new measure- 
ments; there were hours of convicted presentations; there were pronounced 
dicta that brought the lamentations of Jeremiah to mind, so dismal and 
self-punishing was so much source-astrology. 

But, at this excellent conference, the point was not to look for bronze- 
plated security in measurement pronouncement from Greek, Egyptian, or 
Indian sages, old or modern; rather, it was to see the relativity, the prin- 
ciple of togetherness, the sympathy between systems that creates a theo- 
retical whole through which to appreciate the human condition. 

This is the art-lens of astrology. And, according to Robert Schmidt, the 
artistry of astrology, its humanistic application, was not unknown to 
Ptolemy, i.e., "he knew the rules went just so far." Looking ahead with 
Robert: this important dimension should appear as Volume IX on the 
Greek track. 


Back to Moses and the Red Sea 


T IS WELL established among Bible scholars and hobbyist readers 

alike that there is absolutely no physical evidence in our world that 

confirms that Abraham and his illustrious progeny, Moses and his 
hordes, the Exodus itself, and the key settlements in ancient Israel in the 
1200 years between 2000 B.C. and 800 B.C. ever existed. There is no 
“hard” evidence of an Israelite presence anywhere before the ninth century 
B.C. 

Careful, scientific biblical archaeology is only about 150 years old, 
and, indeed, one exception has been found, one glimmer of evidence: an

All of the rhapsody of the Old Testament (the Jewish Bible) — the 
simplistic grandeur of the Pentateuch,'° the impassioned prophets, the 
Egyptian drama, the wars of Joshua, etc. — is an experience of faith, ex- 
tremely detailed, rationalized, and sharply, chronically measured faith. 

The measurement of time, from Genesis onward presents two theoreti- 
cal paths of measurement: one is that "days" were symbolic, as were life- 
times and lineages, expanding creational data to congruence with the 
broad eras of archeo-geological data. Then there is the creationistic, literal 
measurement: the 24-hour days are real, the © and ) were there for "let 
there be light" on the first day but themselves not integrated and turned on, 
as it were, until acknowledgment of them on the fourth day, etc. And a co- 
existence is possible through symbolic projections after the seven days; 
and acknowledgment of much lead time before the Ist day. 

In this search for understanding and relevance, we have two symbolical 
time-references which, as parallel measurements of archetypal symbolism, 
are similar to our two zodiacs, depending for co-existence on a bridge of 
faith from one to the other. Being right or wrong is not the issue; having 
more information or less does not solve the dilemma of two epochal refer- 
ence points. Rather, the concern is existential: we exist because of a crea- 
tive act and our thrust to be endures extraordinary struggles of challenge, 
refinement, defeat, and resurrection in either chronology. In either proces- 
sion of symbolisms, we are ... one way or another. 

Once evidence of existence does get established, measurements of 
chronology settle down. We seem to go with the record as it parallels our 
experience and understanding wherever we are, in our collective perspec- 
tive (in astrology, the Tropical in the main for us in the West). We go 
forward. We acknowledge our roots and we evolve. In the process, we 
tend to ignore that which we don't understand; we leave the solution of the 
ayanamsa; the translation of terms, faces, and moirai; the resolution of 
Genesis literalism; the lack of proof of ancient Jewish existence to others 
specializing in hindsight. 

We want to get on with it. We want the extraordinary data and our 
faith in it to mean more and more and to be applicable more and more into 
the future. Studying astrology, learning about it, is a delight; earning a

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living with it is a responsibility and a challenge. We want what we learn 
from the past to be appended with applicability to our present future. 

Gene Faulstich is the director of the Chronology-History Research 
Institute in Spencer, Iowa. He has told me the date when Moses and the 
hordes of Israelites crossed the Red Sea (and it is published in various 
sources): April 3, 1461, B.C. That is his painstaken measured theory. 

But I have not told Faulstich that, going beyond the date in an effort to 
know what the information means, I discovered it to be extremely impor- 
tant when viewed astrologically (not surprisingly): on April 3, -1461, 
there was a triple ¢ of 4, XX, and ¥ still very much in orb between 24° and 
29° =, it was the day of the Vernal Equinox, with the © at 0° T, and the 
) was probably squaring the extraordinary configuration during most of 
the day! The datum now means something more to us. 

It is important to appreciate that, in general academic discussion of the 
endless Exodus debate, the center date of the archetypal/real achievement 
has recently been pushed back generally from 1230-1220 B.C. to 1460 
B.C.; the focus of ever-improving sureness is aimed more and more at the 
biblical data, as Faulstich, along with others, determine it.'! 

So, we see astrology confirming the life of theory, that which has been 
so powerfully sustained by faith. Astrology helps here (as it often does) to 
bring science to life. The human application of the date data is extended 
beyond its theoretical status. 


ACH ASTROLOGER has a personal style 
E- like the prophets, like any writer, like 

any commentator on history. That personal 
style includes how we interpret symbols, how we 
interpret measurements, how we utilize the data of 
astrology for relevance to individual clients. In dealing with the personal 
realm of data, we learn to interpret fantasies in relation to the relevance of 
events within a person's life development — not the value of events, but 
the relevance of events in the individual's scheme of things. As an astrolo- 
ger, applying astrology, we are the medium between data and the human 
being.

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And in our work, there is the indeterminate, that ability to hear be- 
tween the lines, to have that faith between zodiacs (no Vedic or Tropical 
conference can be an cither/or experience), to use that allotment or en- 
dowment (moira) of sensitivity endowing us particularly to be an astrolo- 
ger. The astrologer can sce the indeterminate as inspiration, if you will: 
that stroke of fate, that new color, that accident, that miracle at work in 
life that can adjust the measurements and meanings of symbolism, that 
can individualize exceedingly the creative connections within particular 
life development. 

Similarly, the astrologer gains inspiration in varying degrees at differ- 
ent times in different situations. We make creative connections all the 
time, we explore reason and faith simultancously. We create a law of 
naturalness about how we perform our service. 

We accost symbolism constantly. We work to give it meaning and 
significance. When we fail, it is only to be more relevant the next time. 
We are not necessarily wrong; we are probably incomplete in our appre- 
ciation of the second meter of platinum. 

For our style to grow, for us to improve our way with symbolism, we 
have to open ourselves up to our portion of the indeterminate, to our inspi- 
ration as professionals. We have to see that we have within us the ca- 
pacity to make deductions that are creatively apt, that have the "sound" 
of relevance, that are indeed wise. We must have that confidence in our- 
selves and in that proccss that brings theory to application. 

This is that second portion of the platinum bar, that second meter, the 
measure of application that complements theory. Each fulfills the other. 


N EXAMPLE of how this happened to me recently comes imme- 

diately to mind. I was sharing the horoscope of a woman in her 

thirties. She was attractive, lean, agile (sitting in the lotus posi- 
tion on a hard-backed chair), participating intently in our discussion. As 
we discussed her early homelife, led by aspects and rulership dynamics, 
similar to those studied by Paulus and certainly by Ptolemy, we uncovered 
quite a story of neglect, anguish, abuse, pain. The self-worth profile was 
deeply hurt, and was still suffering. 

"Mary" was disarmingly earnest: she had faced up to all the difficulties 
and, with detours here and there, seemed finally to be on a road to reliable 
emotional stability and good work performance. It scemed she had 
adopted a loner position, in my deduction, to stay out of trouble (a crea- 
tive connection), and then, (my deduction continued) after a stabilized 
time of learning and knowing who she really was in her world, she would 
have to come back to others, to relationships, and get on with the issues of 
acceptance and love. My deductions at this time were accumulating in my 
mind as Mary and J discussed development. 
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Suddenly, Mary said, "Noel, do you see in there that I've been ab- 
ducted by UFOs?" 

I was startled completely, but did not show this in any way. I didn't 
move a muscle. —Was this some kind of Burning Bush experience? How 
was I to be prepared for this through data management alone? Should I 
ask about the dates and times of abduction? 

My mind raced to incorporate that question somehow with the line of 
deductions already forming during the consultation. I tried to put disci- 
pline around the indeterminate. 

What could this mean? What did it represent? This new symbolism 
within her development was too strong a subject to explore deeply; we 
didn't have enough time. Is it crucial? Is it true? Does that matter? Maybe 
it doesn't. I instinctively made a bid for time. 

"Many times?" She had said "UFOs," in the plural, and I assumed this 
meant more than one experience. Anyhow, without moving even a finger 
so as not to break our concentration or lose the organization we had 
achieved together in the consultation, I asked that question. My mind 
continued to open up for inspiration. I distinctly recall my inner voice 
saying, 'What does this mean ... please tell me.' 

Mary said a few sentences of how the aliens came for her and took her 
with them somewhere and returned her safely. I can not remember those 
details because, while she spoke a few sentences, my eyes were upon her, 
but I must have gone into alpha! I was waiting for what to do, what crea- 
tive connection I could make to assimilate this extraordinary "intrusion" of 
the idiosyncratic. I had to rescue myself. 

I opened my mouth to speak — again, I had not moved a muscle — 
and it happened: "That's wonderful, Mary. Thank you for telling me. 


"Really????!" I did not question or doubt or challenge. I showed no value 
judgment at all. None was necessary. That was not the issue. I assumed 
the information was valid and important to her. She had faith in her data. 
My reaction was certainly different than she was used to. My mind was 
already working on the next level of making a creative connection.] I 
would go the extra meter with her. 

And when I asked her to do me a favor — that which she certainly 
would not refuse in the setting we were in and in the tone of voice we were 
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sharing — I startled her! I got her mind pinprick-swiftly off her self- 
awareness with UFOs and open to a suggestion from me. It better be 
good! 

"... Uh... Yes; what?" 

Then, most kindly but emphatically, as if nothing had occurred that 
was anything but routine, I asked, "When they come for you again, will 
you please have them pick me up too?" 

“Alright ..." 

"Thank you. I'll look forward to that! —Now, the horoscope suggests 
that at age 22, there could have been ..." 

I relaxed inside; my heart gave a sigh of relief that could have been 
heard cross-country! And I was proud of what had happened. By inviting 
myself on board the UFO, if you will, I suggested that her story was be- 
lieved, respected, and implicitly endorsed. The creative connection I had 
made was that the story gave her distinction, it built up her self-worth 
considerably, even at the risk of appearing bizarre! Who wouldn't want to 
converse with this earnest, enjoyable Mary about something like that? 

The creative connectors kept darting through my mind: out of all she 
has been through, Mary used her UFO situation as an individualistic cre- 
dential, a badge, a way of telling people who she was. Might it be too ex- 
treme? What would be a better way? How could astrology help with 
this? 

As we proceeded through the consultation, I kept testing her socializa- 
tion skills, her relationship response within her experiences, following the 
guidelines in her horoscope. I asked her to participate in a short experi- 
ment with me, which is engaging and very helpful in addressing self-worth 
and relationship concerns.'” 

Finishing the experiment, we had a list of wonderful things about Mary 
that we had distilled and agreed on. I put the list aside, and unobtrusively 
made some refinements within it as the consultation went on. 

At the end, during a time of summation, recognizing how well she had 
done throughout such heavy developmental pressures, looking ahead with 
her to some strategic times in her business activity, and then, later in new 
relationships, I brought our attention back to the list we had made earlier, 
the trait-list. I suggested that she take it with her and think through each of 
those traits, about how they could be developed and shared further with 
others. I remember saying, "And Mary, this list is like a verbal snapshot! 
A new picture of you in words. It's you. And, the UFOs? We can leave 
them private, I think. I'll be waiting, but we don't need to share all that 
with everyone, especially right off the bat when we meet them. Right?"

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In this case — which is echoed frequently in various ways in every 
busy astrologer's practice — I was not thrown by the surprise that indeed 
was far, far away from any data we have in astrology that would help us 
to grasp it. I allowed the indeterminate, that moment of chaos, to enter in 
and, yes, I went with the flow, my flow, who J am. There was a touch of 
poetry here in this exchange, something beyond the norm; beyond the data 
and into the human being. What had transpired was a decidedly refined 
application of what we know about the human condition, astrological and 
beyond. 


E MUST appreciate the 2nd meter of platinum. Let us balance 
\ \ the growing enrichment we have through Project Hindsight — 
and all the data we accumulate in life experience — with an 
individually organized "Project Foresight", a determination not to leave 
the human being behind, to search for ways to apply our knowledge to the 
living condition, to start with the date and details — the data, the theory 
— and to give them meaning through faith, individual temperament, pro- 
fessional creativity, connective analysis, objectivity and love. 

Let us balance study articles of data with study articles about how to 
clarify our clients' self-perspective through their vulnerabilities and life- 
conditioning processes. What do Buddha's "Four Noble Truths", Scott 
Peck's The Road Less Traveled, or Thomas Moore's Care of the Soul do 
for the application of astrology, bringing theory fo life? 

How about the constantly nagging truth, the all-too-present problem of 
measurement failure in astrology in confrontation with the natural inclina- 
tion to homeostasis in the human condition? What are the psychodynamics 
of a client's resistance to change in order to protect security? What does 
this do to the astrology of the endowments (moirai again), if you will, 
banging on the client's door, trying to push life development on? 

What about our need to be eclectic with other disciplines, other stores 
of knowledge not specifically astrological, sharing the burden of being 
helpful to others with other experts? How can astrology dramatize that 
helpfulness, with other annotations like those we addressed to that day in 
the Red Sea? 

It is essential to dig into the past to expand our foundation to greatest 
strength to support our tallest building. But let's not get lost. It is an im- 
portant consideration to balance education from the past with an orienta- 
tion to application into the future. We must remember that the works by 
which we astrologers are known take place in the present.

Neptune and Uranus

N QUANTUM PHYSICS, the principle of indeterminacy holds 

that the intention of the observer must not be excluded from the 

design of the experiment. The results of any experimental design 

must be understood to be affected by the nature of the design and 
the intention of the designer. Matter, in short, on a quantum level, must be 
susceptible to the influence of thought from the will of the experimenter. 
The postulate requires the acceptance of magic as a necessary aspect of 
reality. 

Magic has been defined as conformity of matter to the will of the 
magician. 

Establishing certain structural conditions in an experiment ensures a 
result of light behaving as waves. Establishing different structural 
conditions in an experiment ensures an experimental result of light 
behaving as particle. 

The state vector requires both that individuals act at times in 
conformity to social pressures (waves), and at other times that individuals 
act independently of social pressures (particles). The collapse of the state 
vector can occur with two different outcomes, and we remain in "maybe" 
until we actually see how it collapses in a given case. 

The much talked-about ¢ of the planets ¥ and XX mirrors in some 
way the above explication of the principle of indeterminacy. 

¥ is associated with infinite susceptibility to impression; with complete 
acquiescence to the effects of power, and/or the ready acceptance by 
imprinting of whatever happens to be the vogue, fashion, or inescapable 
trend of a time. Often this is associated with the oceanic experience of 
unfathomable depths of life combined with a surrender to those depths in 
complete faith. A feeling of complete individual impotence in the face of 
the cresting tidal wave of natural feeling moving in one direction to which 
the Individual must bow or be swept under. 

XX, the other partner in this play, represents the accumulation of 
extreme will and concentrated individual power in the hands of geniuses, 
masters of technology, scientists, etc. The function of Capacitor seems to 
describe  : sudden bursts of uncontrollable electricity, energy, thought, 
and/or creativity released all at once. Scientists, well-trained minds, non 
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conventional and unconditioned minds (minds released from fear and 
limiting structures) having established the pursuit of intellectual and social 
freedom through mental pursuits have created human systems in the world 
of incomparable complexity. The application of ideas that have complete 
certainty associated with them represent the eigen-state of scientific 
freedom. The will of humanity to freedom hard won represents K. 

The implication that the blank state of the receptive masses, ¥, must 
receive the imprinting of principles of absolute certainty (scientific, 
anarchistic, liberated, unconditioned, positivistic and freedom-secking). 
might be a possible interpretation of the fusion of these two archetypal 
principles. The use of advanced technology, X, to inform the receptive 
masses, $, with an appreciation of the liberating truth of individual 
freedom when in pursuit of greater human well-being, \K : this seems to 
describe the conjunction. 

The resonance to the principle of indeterminacy in which light is 
constrained by the form of experiment to behave at one time as particle 
(individual and free: )X ) and at another time to behave as wave (socially 
conformed and receptive: ¥ ) illustrates at a social level the application of 
the principles of quantum physics. The requirement that both wave and 
particle have valence (that is, each is able to unite, react or interact) in the 
state vector seems to illustrate on the sociological level of the cosmos that 
both individual freedom and state survival have valence in reality. The 
truth invested in any single individual cannot be predicted by any 
measurement the state may attempt to have with less valence than the 
valence of the state itself. A fundamental indeterminacy is necessary that 
integrates the capacity of an individual (a particle) to possess through 
faith a valence greater than that of the state. The necessity of this seems 
to involve commonsense inclusion of a means whereby flux, change of 
state, and freedom can be maintained in any fundamental attempt at 
ordering the universe. To create a new social order predicted upon human 
technological, scientific and mathematical concepts must preserve an 
escape hatch: a necessary and fundamental doubt about order: a 
counterbalancing appreciation of the necessity for mutation, change and 
freedom. The two principles, Freedom and Order (natural) correspond to 
the essential meanings of the archetypes of K (freedom) and ¥ (David 
Bohm's Implicate Order: Natural Order). 

My interpretation is that there is a powerful movement beginning to 
permeate the world with the practical offspring of these two principles.

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One Man’s View

INCE 1969 when I suf- 
fered a great personal 
. trauma, I have been 
searching for answers to 
the questions of who we are and 
why we are here. That year was a 
turning point in my life and I aban- 
doned my previous constricted, 
conventional outlook, and began 
my quest by extensive reading of, 
what was for me, a new and excit- 
ing field of literature. The follow- 
ing is an account of my present 
personal philosophy and the influ- 
ences that shaped it. 

I came late to astrology: in fact 
too late to avail myself of any 
source of my birth data. This re- 
sulted in a consuming and ongoing 
interest in rectification techniques. 
However, over and beyond the need 
to find my birth time, my reading 
suggested that astrology could be 
an important means of securing 
answers to the fundamental ques- 
tions I was seeking. 

Recently two sets of rectifica- 
tion exercises have been published. 
The first in Astrologers’ Forum! 
and the second, currently in Con- 
siderations’. For these tests dates

and following. 
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of important events in the subject’s 
life are furnished, and sometimes, 
but not always, a brief physical 
and temperament description is 
provided. It is required to deter- 
mine the undisclosed but known 
birth time. On four occasions the 
correct birth time was found to 
within a minute or two, and four 
other answers were within 22 
minutes of the correct time. 

The aim of these exercises in 
determining correct rectification 
procedures was amply demon- 
strated , and the stimulation arising 
from this work has resulted in the 
publication of a number of new 
methods.’ * 

Writing in 1974, Charles Jayne 
thought “that a chart could be rec- 
tified by means of transits alone, 
but it would be an amazingly tedi- 
ous task at best”. Bernadette 
Brady® has proposed a graphical 
approach to the use of transits in 
rectification and with the excellent 
program, JigSaw for Windows’,

transits can be successfully used 
for rectification without the tedium. 
For suitable subjects, estimates of 
the birth time derived by the use of 
this software have been consis- 
tently obtained within five minutes 
of the recorded time. 

It is concluded that the results 
from these rectification tests offer 
proof that astrology works, and 
that major events are preordained 
and fixed in time. 

Another important group of six 
contests was run by T. Patrick 
Davis® ° to determine successful 
astrological procedures other than 
rectification techniques, and cor- 
rect answers were received for each 
one. These contests were concerned 
with relating events to a birth time. 
In addition, Ross Harvey asked 
contestants to correctly match four 
vocations to four natal charts!°. 
Five entries identified two, and 
another was successful with all 
four subjects. Within the frame- 
work of the questions asked in 
these contests the results support 
the conclusions arising from the 
rectification exercises. 

Finally, the Life Span Revolu- 
tion discovered by Ross Harvey'!

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enables the age of death to be de- 
termined to within a year or two of 
the actual figure, provided a reli- 
able birth time and a biography, 
which contains most of the impor- 
tant events in the life under review, 
are available. The author con- 
cluded that it is implied “that the 
life span and the sequence in which 
the influences of the planets are felt 
throughout the life are sct at 
birth.” 

Although the inferences from 
the above have been based on ma- 
jor events in the life, it is readily 
apparent that if such events are 
predetermined it follows that all 
events, no matter how apparently 
trivial, are likewise fixed and pre- 
ordained. Major events are used in 
these exercises because they are the 
most likely to be recorded. It is 
suggested that such events respond 
to presently available procedures 
whereas minor happenings do not. 
Attempts, such as the Topocentric 
Ascentional Transits proposed by 
Polich and Page’’, have been made 
to rectify this state of affairs, but 
the validity of their claims has been 
questioned'*, and the very basis of 
the Topocentric System has been 
challenged by Makransky'* and by 
Wackford’®.

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An additional conclusion from 
the above is that as events in the 
life are fixed in time we cannot 
alter them by the exercise of free 
will. In addition, a common feature 
of some of the method described by 
Harvey and Nicholls’ is the insis- 
tence that the planctary contacts 
for an event must be appropriate to 
the individual’s reactions to that 
event. For example, was a father’s 
death a time of sadness at the loss 
of a loved parent or a time of joy at 
the passing of a tyrant. This sug- 
gests that not only are events in our 
life fixed, but apparently our reac- 
tion to them is also preordained. 
Because of this predetermined des- 
tiny it will be noted that the idea of 
experiencing a better year by 
moving to a more “favorable” lo- 
cation at the time of a Solar Return 
is not admissable. 

As positive proofs from rectifi- 
cation tests have been offered as 
proof of astrology it is timely to 
look at the proposals that have 
been advanced to explain it. Percy 
Seymour'® presented an excellent 
detailed summary of the existing 
theories before introducing his con- 
cept of magnetic resonance which 
accounts for many of the observed 
phenomena of astrology. On the 
other hand, John Addey’’ was con- 
cerned with why rather than how it

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works, and proposed that astrology 
is based on the harmonics (division 
by whole numbers) of cosmic peri- 
ods, in particular the diurnal circle 
of the planets, their synodic periods 
and their Zodiacal positions. 

I found Robert Hand’s essay 
“The Wave Theory of Astrol- 
ogy” very plausible, and I was 
surprised that it was not referred to 
in Scymour’s book. Hand was in- 
spired by Addey’s work. He envis- 
aged the Zodiac in a continual state 
of ringing filled with a non-ordered 
mixture of standing waves. As the 
planets move around the Zodiac 
they form angles (aspects), which 
represent even whole-number divi- 
sions of a circle. They stop out all 
vibrations that will not fit in be- 
tween them, that is, they select 
from the random mixture in the 
Zodiac those waves that will divide 
evenly into the aspect angle. The 
wave that is selected has its higher 
octaves superimposed on it, which 
has the effect of increasing its 
amplitude and sharpening its peak 
tremendously. 


URELY a preordained life 

suggests that there is a pur- 

pose to living? However, 
such a purpose can hardly be ful- 
filled in the case of babies who die 
shortly after birth. This in tum 
leads to the concept of reincarna- 
tion, which I understand to be suc- 
cessive lives in human bodies, as 
distinct from  trans-migration,

where rebirth in animal bodies may 
take place. The most credible evi- 
dence for reincarnation that I un- 
covered in my reading were the 
transcripts from the clairvoyant 
sessions of Edgar Cayce”. These 
records have been preserved at 
Virginia Beach, and there are peo- 
ple still alive who were the subjects 
of the readings. Cayce himself had 
difficulty in overcoming his ortho- 
dox prejudices to finally accept the 
idea of reincarnation. 

Concomitant with the concept 
of reincarnation is the ancient doc- 
trine of Karma. Put simply, Karma 
is the law of moral retribution, 
whereby not only does every cause 
have an effect, but the instigator of 
the cause must take the conse- 
quences. However, it should be 
understood that we create our 
Karma, for it is the product of our 
thoughts, or in other words, all that 
we are is the result of what we 
have thought. Furthermore, Karma 
is utterly impersonal and absolutely 
just. Its purpose is moral educa- 
tion, and the lessons necessitate a 
school where they may be learnt: 
rebirth provides such a school. 
Even if we had the book of our life, 
it is still necessary to live the 
events, as we can learn only by 
doing. Furthermore, we can only 
live one life at a time, and so 
memories of previous lives would 
only be a distraction in the present 
one”.

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At the end of an incarnation the 
entity absorbs the experiences of 
that life, and a measure of our free 
will is how we respond to these 
experiences. Either we advance by 
profiting from these lessons or ig- 
nore them and are required to re- 
peat the exercise. Irrespective, our 
attitude determines what the next 
life should provide in the way of 
opportunities as determined by our 
Karmic state. It can be inferred 
from what has been presented 
above that the conditions and po- 
tentialities of this new life will be 
satisfied by a particular natal 
chart, that is, by being born at a 
certain time. However the expres- 
sion of Zodiacal principles in the 
natal chart is not the same for eve- 
ryone. Depending on the Karmic 
situation of the incarnating entity 
they will manifest at an appropriate 
position in a hierarchy extending 
from the worst to the most idealis- 
tic. 


T IS NOT possible in this 

short article to discuss Time in 

detail. However, there is one 
con-sideration which applies to the 
incarnating entity. Between the 
past and the future there is an in- 
finitely small interval which 
Raynor Johnson” refers to as the 
“specious present” and it is during 
this interval that we are aware of 
reality being made. He envisaged

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this small interval being extended 
at higher levels of reality. For ex- 
ample, a person may be traveling 
in a train with drawn blinds so that 
the only view of the outside world 
is via a narrow slit. This corre- 
sponds to our everyday view of the 
outside world as time passes. If the 
passenger climbs onto the roof of 
the train the view is only limited by 
the horizon and such an extended 
viewpoint is analogous to the per- 
ception of time outside the con- 
straints of the physical world. 
Lethbridge experimented with 
differing lengths of cord (rates) of 
a simple pendulum and found rates 
associated with not only a variety 
of substances but also a number of 
mental concepts. He plotted these 
rates in a spiral form and found 
that in the earth zone (where we are 
and where time passes) the rate 
ended with the concept of death, 
but extending the rate further he 
encountered a zone where time was 
not moving, and which he associ- 
ated with the level we inhabit when 
we die or during an out-of-body 
experience. Therefore the interval 
between incarnations may be quite 
long from the worldly point of 
view. 

However, the time that the in- 
camating entity chooses to be born 
to achieve a particular natal chart 
and hence a particular life must be 
precise. I have data for twins where 
the births were separated by only 
12 minutes and yet one died of

other survived. It may also be 
noted that Grendahl** was able to 
differentiate astrologically between 
twins born only one minute apart. 


T THIS stage one might 

ask what has all this 

achieved for the seeker? 

The starting point is the 
natal chart. With the help of Ross 
Harvey and a suggestion from 
Margaret Millard, I believe I have 
an authentic estimate of my birth 
time. A chart for this time has en- 
abled me to examine my potentiali- 
ties, to understand events that have 
occurred in my life so far, and to 
predict within the present limitations 
of astrology what may lie ahead. In 
the latter context, I have a forecast of 
my likely life span, and these findings 
have also been extended to take in 
members of my family. 

I find the philosophical frame- 
work that I have been led to has many 
advantages. There is a greater under- 
standing of our own and others’ suf- 
fering revealed by an examination of 
the appropriate natal chart. This phi- 
losophy should not be an excuse to 
take the view that because life events 
are fixed there is no need to make any 
effort. There is hope for the future as 
the future is in one’s own hands. 
However, this entails a growing sense 
of responsibility for every thought, 
and in this context intense sincerity is 
essential. There is certainly no need 
to worry about coming events as they 
are neither good nor bad, but are de- 
signed to help us.

// HIS ESSAY might have also been entitled A Reverie on As- 
trology, Dreams & Reality. I am struck by the cryptological 
aspect of dreams. I am also moved to examine the prerequisites 
of the theme of "The control of one's life." I am inspired by 

Abraham Abulafia's approach to the gaining of spiritual insight. 

In cryptography there are basically two operations: transposition of 
letters and substitution of letters or words. In the first, I encipher the word 
"cat" as tac, tea, cta, and so on. Transposition means the letters of the 
plain text are out of order. That's what makes them unintelligible and in 
cryptography unintelligibility by all except those who have the key is the 
goal. 

In substitution ciphers we substitute one letter for another or an unrec- 
ognized letter for a recognized letter. Thus "cat" might turn out as "xzg" 
by using the following substitution alphabet: 


ABCDEFGHIJKLMNOPQRSTUVWXYZ 


ZYXWVUTSRQPONMLKJIHGFEDCBA 


A substitution cipher also occurs when we use a foreign alphabet to 
encipher a familiar one, for example, x ~ & (Greek), or it might use a 
picture or series of pictures to signify the message. 


REAMS CONTAIN many messages 

about the dreamer and the nature of 

reality. Certainly the subconscious 
holds keys to many external behaviors that are 
otherwise inexplicable. Dream analysts have 
often remarked on the capability of the subcon- 
scious to “pun.” Such puns are often visual. U, Ae 
For instance, a young lady who had recently Ont 
met a desirable young man could conceivably 
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have a dream in which she finds 
herself in a supermarket and as she 
turns down aisle 2 she sees a go- 
pher with a church hymnal. Now 
the visual pun is evident through- 
out the scenario. That she’s “in the 
market” and that she'll “go for” 
the young man, is foretold by the 
gopher. Gopher + hymnal = go for 
him (hymn). Aisle gopher hymn = 
Tl go for him. In other words the 
dream can be seen as a visual pun 
or substitution cipher in which the 
gopher, aisle and hymnal stand for 
words in a message from the sub- 
conscious and also as a transposi- 
tion cipher in that the order of the 
images or words counts and may 
be scrambled in the recounting of 
the dream. They might even show 
up together. For instance, having 
chanced across the hymnal in aisle 
2, she might meet the gopher in the 
vegetable section. 


RYPTOGRAPHY and the 

occult have long been 

linked. David Kahn in The 
Code Breakers (Signet paperback, 
New York, 1967, 1973. Page 79), 
after discussing the stagnation 
which characterized cryptography 
in the Middle Ages, writes: 


During all these years, cryptog- 
raphy was acquiring a taint that 
lingers even today — the convic- 
tion in the minds of many people 
that cryptography is a black art, a 
form of occultism whose practi- 
tioners must, in William Fried- 
man’s apt phrase, “perforce 
commune daily with dark spirits 
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to accomplish his feats of mental 
jujitsu..” 

In part it is a guilt by associa- 
tion. From the early days of its 
existence, cryptography served to 
obscure critical portions of writ- 
ings dealing with the potent sub- 
ject of magic —divinations, 
spells, curses, whatever conferred 
supernatural powers on its sorcer- 
ers. Another factor was the con- 
fusion of cryptography with the 
kabbalah. 

But, important as these were, the 
view that cryptography is black 
magic in itself springs ultimately 
from a superficial resemblance 
between cryptography and divina- 
tion. Extracting an intelligent 
message from cipher text seemed 
to be exactly the same thing as 
obtaining knowledge by examin- 
ing the flight of birds, the location 
of stars and planets, the length 
and intersections of lines in the 
hand, the entrails of sheep, the 
position of dregs in a teacup. In 
all of these, the wizard-like opera- 
tor draws sense from grotesque, 
unfamiliar, and apparently 
meaningless signs. He makes 
known the unknown.... 


All this stained cryptography so 
deeply with the dark hues of eso- 
tericism that some of them still 
persist, noticeably coloring the 
public image of cryptology. People 
still think cryptanalysis mysterious. 
Book dealers still list cryptology 
under “Occult.” And in 1940 the 
United States conferred upon its 
Japanese diplomatic cryptanalyses 
the code name Magic. 

Yet what if Khan, a practitioner 
of cryptography himself, is wrong? 


What if cryptography has not a 
merely superficial resemblance 
with divination but arose from it? 
It seems to me that cryptography is 
a specialist application of insights 
gained from divination rather than 
a parallel development, as he 
would have it. Surely our cavemen 
ancestors saw omens in natural 
things before they tried to conceal 
what they wrote? Surely they 
thought that the numina of nature 
communicated with them via sym- 
bols and mysterious events (the 
sudden appearance of steak tartar 
on hoof, for instance). In other 
words, the gods communicated 
with our ancestors by sending a 
message in substitution cipher. The 
opportune manifestation of steak 
tartar meant: “We have heard your 
prayers. Eat dinner and live!” 

Anyone who has played with a 
Ouija Board knows what he/she 
has engaged in is nothing other 
than an exercise of receiving enci- 
phered messages from “spirits” for 
often the “spirits” contacted speak 
a foreign language in this life 
(Greek, Chinese, American Indian, 
whatever they speak on Alpha 
Centauri, etc.). The actual practice 
of divination by letters (Ouija 
Board or others) is too similar to 
cryptography to be anecdotal, ac- 
cidental or zscmxv (I’m getting a 
message). Kahn is wrong. Cryptog- 
raphy comes from divination. 


HAT DOES this mean? 
Should we go out and 
but Ouija Boards? No. 
It means that reality is the Great 
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Cryptogram and astrology is the 
key. I think there is something of 
the order of a _ metaphysi- 
cal/magical insight in this. We 
stand on the edge of the magical 
semiotic manipulation of reality 
here. And, as you might have sus- 
pected, you astrologers are on the 
edge along with me. How’s it feel? 

The natal horoscope is a substi- 
tution cipher. The experience of 
our life (produced by transits, pro- 
gressions, directions, revolutions, 
etc.) is a transposition cipher. 

The meaning of our life is held 
in an eternal now. By this I mean, 
the meaning is there in the natal 
figure, which is a Substitution Ci- 
pher, with the Ascendant, houses, 
planets, signs, aspects, etc. repre- 
senting not only the themes of 
events in our lives but also signify- 
ing the manifold manifestations and 
permutations which these themes 
and events go through during the 
course of our life ion this world. 
The natal figure tells us the what of 
the totality of our life. By itself it 
does not tell us the when. 

The living of life, its experi- 
ence, is a Transposition Cipher in

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which the inner meaning — that 
which is to be learned from the 
experiences of life — is presented 
to us in a scrambled and haphazard 
manner, events containing mes- 
sages the significance of which we 
often cannot see until later in life, 
prophetic dreams, chance meetings, 
unsought lessons, “accidental” 
events, etc. All these are produced 
by the Great Cryptographer who, 
by means of various speeds of the 
planets, cunningly scrambles the 
sequence of events so as to mystify 
and confound us until, with old 
age, we begin to realize that the 
meaning of life is not to be found 
solely (or at all) in the strictly 
chronological recitation of the 
events of our lives, but in the ex- 
traction of the quintessence of 
meaning of events — the inner les- 
sons — which often, as a result of 
the demands and realities of the 
physical world, occur in a seem- 
ingly disjointed and non- 
evolutionary manner. 

Often the experiences of carly 
life convey insight into events of 
the middle or end. Often, the expe- 
riences we have as children cannot 
be understood until we ourselves 
have children —that is, until the 
roles of child and parent have been 
reversed and seen from both sides. 
Likewise, the dreams we have to- 
night may be prophetic, not of to- 
morrow’s reality , but of last year’s 
or of the events of some months or 
even years in the future. 

We like to think that life is ra- 
tional and sequential: that we 
“evolve”. Perhaps we do. But it 
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may be that life is rational and non- 
sequential: that we “permute”. 
Rationality need have nothing to do 
with sequence. The series 6: 8: 9: 
12 is an harmonic proportion even 
if I write it 12: 9: 8: 6 or 9, 6, 8, 
12. Measure is present regardless 
of the sequence and measure makes 
it rational. Life, I think, works like 
this. No one would say that all the 
events which occur to me now are 
the result of my own recent initia- 
tive. Certainly some were set in 
motion long ago. Some come from 
causes having nothing to do with 
me. Yet everything which happens 
to me has significance for me and 
relates to the meaning of my life. 

If I learn architectural drafting, 
am I able to build a house? The 
house may exist as complete on 
paper, but before I can actually 
build it, I must first learn of mate- 
rials and methods, obtain a site and 
building permit and contract the 
job to a builder (which means get- 
ting the financing). Actually, these 
things can happen in any sequence 
but they all have to happen before 
the building gets built. I may have 
a relative in the contracting busi- 
ness who is ready to build it, but I 
need the financing. I may have the 
cash and the contractor but need 
the site, plan, permit, and so on. 

So, too, in our moral existence. 
The good that we do — is it an- 
nulled by our thoughtless, rash 
moments? If we achieve wisdom, to 
whatever degree, in one area, does 
our ignorance in other areas negate 
that wisdom? May not insight into 
ourselves and others at one time in 


life illumine the difficult moments 
in other periods of life? And how 
does this wisdom arise except in 
events in which we learn the nature 
of things and situations and peo- 
ple? Yet the school room of life is 
not always set up so that we go 
from kindergarten to 8th grade and 
then graduate to junior high school. 
Often birth blesses us with a head 
start and we must often go back, 
later in life, to learn lessons we 
skipped in the early years. 
Conversely, it is still true that 
as I age I see the significance of 
earlier experiences more clearly in 
retrospect. The meaning of life 
which each of us seeks more and 
more fervently as we get older (and 
which often becomes clearer as we 
get older because we have more of 
the picture to review) , is more 
easily descried with age because 
the Great Cryptographer has spun 
out more of life’s visual pun for us. 


O IF LIFE is a symbol and 
S life’s events are a visual 

pun, a symbolic representa- 
tion of the lessons we are to learn, 
why not play with the pattern if 
possible? Employing the magical 
principle that the symbol is the 
thing, we say that, while there may 
not be much we can do with the 
Natal pattern itself, surely we can 
fold the paper it is drawn on and 
transform our square to sextiles 
(transforming our conflicts to un- 
ion through the venusian nature of 
the sextile) and mutate our opposi- 
tions to trines (through Jupiterian 
communication). In these ways 
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concrete actions can be employed 
to achieve internal/spiritual free- 
dom. 

Perhaps also we can review in 
our mind our habitual patterns of 
behavior and intentionally scramble 
the sequence so that we alter our 
behavioral prognosis. The disposi- 
tors will give us the key to this 
prognosis as will the presence of 
several planets in a house. 

This may all be a bit disconcert- 
ing. We may find that, with the 
familiar landmarks removed, we 
may not know how to act or who 
we are, but then this could be the 
Solve stage of the Alchemical 
work. This should be followed by 
the Coagula stage which fixes the 
new identity/new heaven? 

May we not also symbolically 
fold life as we fold our horoscope 
forms? What do we do when we 
fold paper? We join to areas not 
previously joined. In so doing we 
may make a one dollar bill look 
like an 11-dollar bill or we make it 
look shorter than it does unfolded. 
In folding our horoscope may we

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not find a way to cause the 90° 
relationship to look like 60° much 
as we make a $1-bill look like $11? 
Let us posit a O between o in the 
Xth House and *% in the Vilth. The 
* to the o&” would fall in the VIIIth 
and the * to the % in the IXth. 
Might we not fold the horoscope 
form such that co” in the Xth ap- 
pears to be 60° from the VIIth 
House %? Once this has been ac- 
complished, might we not speculate 
that we have wrought a transfor- 
mation in that o is still a Xth 
House planet, but now works 
through the IXth House together 
with * in the VIIth instead of 
against it? What might this mean? 
It might mean spiritual partnership 
or the collaboration with a partner 
on a magical operation involving o” 
and %. Does it matter which hap- 
pens first, the paper folding or the 
intentional collaboration? Perhaps 
not, but it is probably true that the 
symbolic and ceremonial folding of 
the figure must be paralleled by a 
symbolic and ceremonial perform- 
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ance of the collaboration. 

In the kabbalistic book Sepher 
Yetzirah, which deals with the 
subject of cosmogony, the cosmos 
is portrayed as being uttered by the 
Ancient One and therefore as being 
the product of his Word. The vari- 
ous cosmic components, the direc- 
tions, elements, planets, signs of 
the Zodiac, etc. are given corre- 
sponding Hebrew letters, exactly as 
in a Substitution cipher. The 
transposition of these letters is re- 
garded as the Ma‘aseh Bereshith, 
the Work (or “Making”) of Crea- 
tion. Ma’aseh is etymologically 
related to Assiyeh, as in Olam Ha 
Assiyeh, the World of Making. 
Ma‘aseh is close in meaning to the 
Latin facio. 

Perhaps the ancient kabbalists 
had something to teach us regard- 
ing the nature of reality and per- 
haps, as astrologers, they can teach 
us something by means of which 
we can transform our presently 
merely diagnostic astrology into 
one which can cure as well.

Each 
of the sixty horoscopes illustrating 
the text have the Hindu square si- 
dereal chart and the Western circu- 
lar tropical chart with Placidus 
cusps on the same page for casy 
reference. 

The chapter on Rectification via 

Death will be of interest to those 

readers of Considerations who 

have tried the rectification contests. 

Richard Houck introduces new 

methods, as well as giving many 

examples showing his use of well- 
known, old methods, especially 
eclipses and stations. All eclipses 
that occur in the nine months be- 
fore birth are considered to be life- 
long sensitive points. Progressions, 
both tertiary and secondary, espe- 
cially when sensitized by eclipses, 
often pinpoint the exact day of 

events, using orbs of less than a 

degree. Stationary planets, cither 


transiting or in the T3 (tertiary) or 
T2 (secondary) are of great impor- 
tance. 

Tertiaries became popular thirty 
years ago. Supposedly they equate 
one tropical month after birth to 
one ©-day after birth. A tropical 
month is the time between two pas- 
sages of the ) over the Vernal 
Equinox, 0° T. This varies accord- 
ing to the speed of the ) but aver- 
ages 27 days 7 hours 43 minutes 
4.7 seconds. But by working 
through examples in this book, I 
found that this is not true. Tertiar- 
ies are in reality based on the third 
fundamental motion of the Earth, 
as it, together with the ), revolves 
upon a common center of mass, or 
Barycenter, in 27.32 days. It is the 
Barycenter, located some thousand 
miles below the surface of the 
Earth, which traces our elliptical 
orbit around the Sun. 

Those who do not have a com- 
puter program for tertiaries can 
calculate them with a list of day 
numbers. The days from birth to 
event are divided by 27.32 and the 
result added to the date and time of 
birth. For every important event 
there will be an exact match be- 
tween a natal and tertiary planet, 
Fortuna, Ascendant or Midheaven. 
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Only one degree orbs are allow- 
able. 

The house rulerships, dignities 
and debilities of planets in the side- 
real Zodiac, but not in the tropical, 
are used. The Hindu section is de- 
scribed briefly nut clearly, and this 
reviewer, who has struggled to 
make sense of much of what passes 
for Vedic astrology but is written 
in execrable English and not at all 
understandable, found it easy to 
follow. In cach case the Hindu 


system of Dasa and Bhukti planets 
is used to chart the life’s events. In 
many cases the Navamsa is also 
used. 

Even if a reader has no interest 
in Hindu astrology, the remarks on 
the use of eclipses and tertiaries are 
unique in my experience. The 
author is to be congratulated on 
writing a classic text. It will not be 
equaled for many years. This book 
is highly recommended.

sults compared favorably to those in four tests 
carried out in a previous studies. This can be 
considered as the sixth replication test, all with 
positive results. This universal mind-pattern 
that relates to the ten planets is a new way to 
build astrology from scratch.

These tests all used the same 
pattern of the sequence of these ten 
planets, paragraph by paragraph. 
Over 100,000 words were in- 
volved. In Test Two a number of 
tests of words or groups of words 
were established, which were run 
in the subsequent tests. The results 
of a few of these tests continued to 
provide very favorable results, in 
the range of two standard devia- 
tions above average. 

The main purpose of this latest 
test is to demonstrate that the ten- 
phase writing pattern relates to the 
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ten planets. The use of astrologers’ 
writings makes it easy as the use of 


ETHOD 

The twenty articles were 

selected on the basis that 
they appeared to have been written 
in the same pattern of sequence of 
planets. It was one planet per para- 
graph and there were no exceptions 
to that sequence. Only articles of 
ten or more paragraphs were in- 
cluded. 

The first task was to determine 
which planet related to the first 
paragraph of each article, then the 
rest of the article was assigned to 
this sequence of planets: », 4, ), 
0, ¥ ¥, 2, ¥, aH and XK. 

The authors of the articles, the 
page number on which the article 
appeared, and the planet relating to 
each initial paragraph were as fol- 
lows:

There were 242 paragraphs and 
19,554 words in this study. 

With all 242 paragraphs as- 
signed to the ten planets, I typed all 
the %-assigned paragraphs into my 
computer and made a word-count 
on the complete vocabulary. The 
same computer-entry was done for 
the paragraphs associated with 
each of the other planets, in turn. 
The word counts were then exam- 
ined to discover the planetary 
group in which each word occurred 
most often. In the case of a tie, a 
word was assigned to the group 
with the least total words. The vo- 
cabulary was 3,704 words. 

Four tests that had been started 
in the second study were then 
made: 


1. The number of question marks 
in each group of paragraphs; 


2. A count of the frequency of the 
word “after” in each group; 


3. Counts of the frequency within 
each planetary group of each of the 
words: “he, her, him, his, she, 
they, them, their, us, we, who, 
you.” 

4. Counts of the frequency within 
group of the words: “I, me.” 


These counts were each ex- 
pressed as a percentage of the total 
words in each group. The average 
and the two standard deviation 


limit were calculated for each of 
the four tests. 

The words that occurred most 
frequently for each planetary group 
were then examined, and words 
that are a part of astrological ter- 
minology were identified. The in- 
tent here was to ensure that the 
group of paragraphs assigned to 
each planet did in fact contain 
words that possessed the qualities 
of that planet. 

Another test was performed that 
compared the words occurring 
most often in each planetary group 
with the key words listed for the 
same planet in the eleventh edition 
of Llewellyn George’s A to Z 
Horoscope Maker. Words listed in 
the book against more than one 
planet were elim- 
inated from the 
comparison. One 
such was the 
word “fruitful” 
which was listed 
under three 
planets in the 
book. 


ESULTS = 
In the first test there were 
48 question marks. 21 of 


these occurred in paragraphs as- 
signed to ¥. This amount is over 
two standard deviations above av- 
erage. In four previous studies the 
count for the question-mark had 
occurred outside the range defined 
by two standard deviations from 
the mean for the group labeled 
Group #5. We can logically as- 
sume Group #5 and 8 are the same. 


Considerations X: 1 


As the planetary sequence pattern 
is the same, by identifying one 
group with a planet we have all of 
the planets identified to the groups 
of the previous studies. 

The test of the word “after” 
gave a count beyond two standard 
deviations for the group of para- 
graphs that had been assigned to X. 
In two of the five previous studies, 
the count of the word “after” had 
been greater than two standard de- 
viations from the mean for Group # 
10. In two other studies, this same 
group also had the highest count 
though less significant. 

The test of the group of words 
“he, her, him, his, she, they, them, 
their, us, we, who, you” had it 
occurring significantly (beyond the 
limit defined by average plus two 
standard deviations) for the 3% 
group. In four of the previous five 
studies these same pronouns had 
been significant for this same 
planetary group. The other study 
had the ¥ group have the highest, 
though not significant, count for 
these words. These pronouns oc- 
curred 674 times in this study, 118 
of them in the % group of para- 
graphs. In total, the 3 group had 
2,386 words, and these pronouns 
represented 4.94% of this count. It 
was this percentage that was used 
when calculating standard devia- 
tions. Although pronouns associ- 
ated with & are not usually dis- 
cussed in the literature, this set do 
seem appropriate as ¥ is connected 
with communication. Pronouns 
imply a causal type of communi- 
cation. This result tends to confirm 
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the frequent use of the question 
mark by this same planetary group. 
A question mark implies that the 
other person should think about 
what has just been said. 

The ¥ group of paragraphs had 
its highest count for test of the 
words “I” and “me.” The count 
was significant at the 2 SD level. 
A similar result had been found in 
the second study, for Group #6. 


EADERS CAN see how 
these paragraphs relate to 
the different planets by 


observing which astrological words 
have the highest count for the 
paragraphs assigned to each plan- 
ets. Remember, these words are 
based on only one decision per ar- 
ticle (identification of the planet 
associated with the initial para- 
graph of the article) and associat- 
ing the prescribed sequence of 
planets to the subsequent para- 
graphs in the article. 


The following words oc- 
curred only in the % group of 
paragraphs: 


annular, asteroids, astrological, as- 
trology, cardinal, clockwise, constel- 
lations, divisions, galaxy, heavens, 
horoscope, horoscopes, octoscopes, 
quintiles, retrograding, semisquare, 
September, septiles, sesquare, sign, 
signs, tomorrow, unaspected, 
watches, Zodiac. 


The time element seems to 


dominate. These words are those 
considered to be within the astro- 
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logical terminology. I could have 
casily listed twice as many %- 
quality words from the paragraphs 
which were not directly part of the 
astrological vocabulary. 403 dif- 
ferent words were in this group. 


The following astrological 
words were found only within 
the 4 group of paragraphs: 


accelerated, Apollon, astronomers, 
astronomy, axis, century, delincates, 
eclipses, February, hours, January, 
Llewellyn, orb, predictions, progress- 
ing, prominence, publications, pub- 
lished, radiation, reciprocity, rectifi- 
cation, returns, revolution, semioctile, 
Sepharial, trined, triton. 


One theme is a sense of move- 
ment. There are also a few words 
with the time quality we might 
expect to find under 4, which 
scems to say there may be a 
blending of those planets or para- 
graphs adjacent in the sequence.

The idea of a day seems to 
dominate this group. 


The words from the © 
paragraphs were:

methods, Midheaven, midpoint, 
morning, orbs, oriented, periods, 
planetoid, quintile, revolving, rules, 
Saturn, Scorpio, sesquisquare, sex- 
tiles, singleton, south, square, station, 
Taurus, transiting, transits. 


Notice the names of the Signs: 
Cancer, Gemini, Leo, Scorpio, 
Taurus, all in this group. The dif- 
ferent authors seem to regard the 
Signs as if the © was located in 
them, rather than relating these 
Signs to their planetary rulers. To 
have 5/12 of the Sign names most 
frequently used in these © para- 
graphs indicates that these para- 
graphs really do portray the quality 
of the ©. These same five words 
occurred 19 times in the © group 
of paragraphs, and 48 times in the 
complete set of ten paragraphs. 

The vocabulary within this set 
of paragraphs was only 336 words, 
the second lowest.

The words “Aquarius,” “Our- 
anus,” “Uranus” and “Uranus’s” 
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stand out. There can be no doubt 
concerning the planet associated 
with this group. 


Out of a total of 3,704 different 
words, 328 in astrological use were 
selected as relating to the corre- 
sponding planet. These words ap- 
peared most often within the 
groups. By chance 10% of the 
words should fall within a particu- 
lar planet’s paragraph group. Only 
those words which may be consid- 
ered part of an astrologer’s normal 
usage were selected. 


FINAL TEST was com- 
paring the resulting words 
to the key words for the 

planets listed in the A to Z Horo- 
scope Maker. After eliminating all 
words that were listed for more 
than one planet, 37 words came out 
for the same planet. This was out 
of a possible 340 words common 
both to the A to Z Horoscope 
Maker and this study. This 
10.88% is only slightly over the 
expected 10.0%. A severe problem 
with this comparison is that many 
words listed in the A fo Z were not 
used by the Mercury Hour writers. 
Those words common to both lists 
tended to be so rarely used that 
often there was only a single word 
for a planetary paragraph. Obvi- 
ously, in these cases, the chance 
placement of a single word does 
not enable this particular test to 
have convincing results. Astrology 
has a large vocabulary and many 
words in a sample of this size are 
used just once. The results that can 


be considered readable tend to 
confirm that paragraphs identified 
with a particular planet contain 
words whose character astrologers 
have long associated with that 
planet. 


ISCUSSION 

The first question to con- 

sider is why the universal 
mind pattern has this particular 
sequence of planets. This particular 
flow can be traced to a specific 
time. The sequence of ¥ then ¥ 
then X then % eliminates a large 
period of recent history. This par- 
ticular sequence of the planets oc- 
curred when Jesus Christ was born 
at noon on August 21, 7 B.C. 

Jesus said he would send the 
Spirit of Truth in His name. I have 
concluded that the Spirit of Truth 
is a mind-like reality that still car- 
ries the nature of Jesus Christ’s 
mind-pattern, his horoscope. There 
is some confirming evidence in this 
word study with the word 
“ascendant” among the ¥ group of 
words. Also, the words “I” and 
“me” came out in test four. Jesus 
had a Tl ascendant. The word 
“Midheaven” was among the O 
group and the © in Jesus’ chart 
was on the MC. “Conjunction” is 
among the ¥ words, while 
“conjuncting” comes in the o 
words: and in the 7 B.C. chart, we 
have oo ¥. 
In the present study eighteen 

authors are seen to be writing in

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the same pattern, with one para- 
graph per planet. It was a surprise 
to see so many Sign names in the 
© group. This was not a factor 
used to determine the planet asso- 
ciated with the initial paragraph in 
each article. The bunching of 
question marks within a %  para- 
graph was however looked for to 
determine the planetary nature of 
the initial paragraphs. I have won- 
dered if I do not pay too much at- 
tention to this obvious # signature. 

Using this discovery of an uni- 
versal mind-pattern and relating it 
to the ten planets, we can build a 
vocabulary of key words for the 
planets. It is like starting astrology 
from the very beginning. The re- 
sults from these seven studies in 
general confirm the descriptions 
astrologers have given to the plan- 
ets. Some of the descriptions and 
word listings in the A to Z are a bit 
negative, but this is probably due 
to the book having been written 
before the discovery of ¥; many ¥ 
words were allocated to other 
planets. 

This system does not find the 
pure description of the planets, but 
as it appears to be based on the 
birth chart of Jesus it also includes 
the placement of the planets in the 
Signs and Houses. Fortunately that 
chart has several plancts in the 
Signs they rule: ) in &, © in Q, ¥ 
in Tf, and 9 in =. 

By taking advantage of a recent 
discovery of the ten-phase writing 
pattern, this study demonstrates 
that it can be related to the planets.

) accurately-timed charts. My findings were clearly positive. 

Since then Ross has published a simpler explanation” and Jack 

Nicholls has introduced a graphical procedure that can reduce the work 

involved*. This new concept has stirred up much interest among the inter- 

national community — there have been references to it in recently- 

published books, it has been discussed in the letter columns of other jour- 

nals, and I know of two software packages that have been developed to 

calculate the LSRev. The issue of Considerations containing Ross’ origi- 

nal article is now out of print, and we are now reprinting it with the fol- 
low-up, in book form. 

From my initial testing of the LSRev it became clear that, besides 
enabling the astrologer to calculate a person’s expected life span and to 
indicate future trends in the life once the LSRev rate has been found, this 
new method has value in rectification. This is not a startling discovery. 
Unless a predictive method can be shown to be an effective rectification 
tool, it surely can have no predictive validity. 

As readers are well aware, Ross Harvey has proposed two forms of the 
Life Span Revolution: 


1. Life Span = 360° movement of the angles (a day) 
2. Life Span = 360° movement of the Sun (a year) 


By analogy, the first of these forms of the LSRev, one day = the life span, 
can be termed the Primary LSRev; and the second, one year = the life 
span, the Secondary LSRev. 

In my initial testing of the LSRev, I concentrated on the Primary 
LSRev, using similar events in the lives of people who’s accepted time of 
birth was probably accurate. The events were: marriage, birth of first 
child, death of parents and, where applicable, death of spouse. These are 
all major turning points in a person’s life, and they are events that happen 
to most of us. The charts used were those of some of the better astrologers

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from the recent past: people like Reinhold Ebertin, Cyril Fagan, John Ad- 
dey, Charles Carter, Charles Jayne, Nelson Page, Roy Firebrace, Vendel 
Polich, Karl Kuchr, and so forth. If they hadn’t correctly rectified their 
own birth charts, there’s little hope that any of us lesser mortals could do 
so. 


Charles E. O. Carter (see Figure 1). Carter was the long-time 

editor of Astrology and the author of several now-classic books, 
including The Astrological Aspects. The recorded time of his birth was 
10:55 p.m., but I knew he had rectified this and used a slightly later time. 
Table 1 gives details of five of the standard events in Carter’s life: his 
marriage, birth of his first child, death of his parents, and the death of his 
wife.

Charles Carter was born on January 31, 1887. As he died on October 
4, 1968 at age 81.677 years, his LSRev rate is 360° + 81.677 or 4.4076° 
per year. At the recorded time of his birth the RAMC was 114°36’. To 
obtain the directed RAMC when he married at age 26.45 years, for ex- 
ample, we multiply the age by the LSRev rate (26.45 x 4.4076) to obtain 
116°34’ which arc is then added to and subtracted from the natal RAMC 
(114°36’ +/- 116°34’ = 231°10 and 358°02’). Using the appropriate 
Table of Houses*, we look up these RAMC’s to find the direct and con- 
verse angles operating at the time of the event. 

Ross Harvey strongly recommends that only the conjunction and op- 
position aspects are used when one is attempting to find the LSRev rate. I 
agree with this. In this example, however, we already know Carter’s rate. 
Aspects other than the o and o° may therefore be examined. 


4 Mark Pottenger’s CCRS92_ software was used to obtain the relevant Table of Houses 
for Carter’s birth latitude of 50N43 with the obliquity current in 1887. 
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Note the fairly consistent error in RA for the five events in Charles 
Carter’s life given in Table 1. Only the death of his father is really out of 
step from the others. These errors, the difference between the RAMC of 
the exact aspect and the directed RAMC, are listed in the column at the 
far right. Overall, they average at + 20’ in Right Ascension (exclude the 
error for ‘Father Died’ and the average is + 32’). If we are prepared to 
believe in the validity of the LSRev, the average error clearly suggests that 
the natal RAMC should be advanced by at least 20’ from 114°36’ to 
114°56’. This moves the MC from 22°47’ to 23°10’ & and the Ascendant 
from 17°29’ to 17°44’ =. 

I have a note in my files, made sometime in the early 1960’s after at- 
tending one of Mr. Carter’s lectures in London, reminding me that he had 
said during his talk that, by his own rectification, which obviously must 
have taken into account many more events than just the five we have 
looked at, he used 17°51’ = as his Ascendant. That’s just 7’ of longitude 
from the value found here. Had we ignored the negative error associated 
with “Death of Father” the correction would have been even closer 
(adjusted RAMC is then 115°08’ which gives 17°53’ = as the ASC). 

Not bad for the LSRev.

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tinguish between alternative times of birth that may have been 

proposed. President John Kennedy’s birth certificate and his 
mother’s statement® both give his time of birth as 3 p.m. EST on May 29, 
1917 at Brookline, MA (42N20 71W07). Despite this strong evidence 
several other times are frequently suggested: 3:15 p.m.° and 3:04 p.m.’ for 
example. Kennedy’s birth chart is often used in publications to demon- 
strate one astrological factor or another. Should we use 3 p.m. or 3:15 
p.m., the two most frequently cited times, or another time entirely? Can 
the LSRev help? 

The events listed in Table 2 were used in this analysis:

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Table 3 lists, for two of these events, Kennedy’s age, the LSRev arc 
(age x 7.7446°), the possible aspects made by the direct and converse an- 
gles, the exact RAMC for each of these aspects, and the corresponding 
estimate of the natal RAMC. The aspect sequence within each event goes 
direct MC or ASC above the dividing line, converse MC or ASC below 
the line. To obtain the estimated natal RAMC, the arc was subtracted 
from the exact RAMC for direct angles; added for converse angles.

Kennedy was 46.199 years old when his son died in August 1963, just 
three months before his own death. Half of 46.2 is 23.1, which brings us 
to JFK’s age (23.063) when he graduated from college. The moving MC, 
either direct or converse, was © % for the graduation and ¢ *% for the 
death of his son. The similarity provides a rough estimate of the true time 
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of birth: the natal RAMC is surely either 117° or 121°. The alternative ¥ 
aspects, which point to 123° or 127°, are not confirmed by other events.

Table 4 eliminates 121° as a possible RAMC. Here only conjunctions 
and oppositions by the angles, directed at the LSRev rate, to natal bodies 
are included for the twenty events that were listed in Table 2. The column 
headings “114” etc. relate to the interval 114-114.999° etc. 

Clearly 115-117° is highlighted and should contain the true RAMC. 
The mean of the 21 aspects in this range is 116° 21’ 42” which relates to 
an MC of 24° 27’ & with the ASC at 20° 33’.

Table 5 gives our final estimate. RAMC’s 116-117° are emphasized. 
The arithmetic mean of the 78 aspects within this range is 116.9701° 
which relates to a sidereal time of 7:47:53, with MC 25° 01’ & and ASC 
21° 02’ +, at 3:05:14 p.m. EST. 

The same event data were separately run through the JigSaw program. 
The only time suggested during the afternoon hours was 3:04 p.m. EST 
for an MC of 24° 44’ & and ASC 20° 47’ *. This confirms the LSRev 
calculations, 3:04 p.m. EST is also the time suggested by the German as- 
trologer Thomas Ring (see Note 7). 

These results clearly argue that President Kennedy was born closer to 
3 p.m. than to 3:15 p.m. He may well have been born at 3:04 or 3:05 
p.m., the times suggested by JigSaw, Thomas Ring and by the LSRev. 

This exercise and that with the birthtime of Charles Carter illustrate 
the LSRev’s potential as a rectification tool. The obvious corollary must 
be that the LSRev is a valid prediction method. 
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Who ?
